Complete historical quarterly series for the finan- 
cial flows are available on CANSIM and cover the 
period from the first quarter of 1962 to the present. 
For users for whom timeliness of the data is a major 
concern, data for the current quarter are placed on 
CANSIM at approximately the same time as_ the 
Second Advance Release of the Financial Flow 
Accounts, and approximately one month prior to the 
main quarterly publication.

THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been developed 
since the close of the Second World War in a series of publi- 
cations relating to their constituent parts. These have now 
reached a stage of evolution where they can be termed a 
‘System of National Accounts’’. For purposes of identifica- 
tion, all publications (containing tables of statistics, descrip- 
tions of conceptual frameworks, and descriptions of sources 
and methods) which make up this System will now carry the 
term ‘‘System of National Accounts”’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada consists of 
several parts. The annual and quarterly Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying the 
prefix 13) were, historically speaking, the first set of statis- 
tics to be referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’”’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The Balance 
of International Payments data, (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
67), in their more summary form, are also part of the System 
of National Accounts and they, in fact, pre-date the Income 
and Expenditure Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries and on 
goods and services is portrayed in the Input-Output Tables 
of the System (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 15). The indexes 
of Real Domestic Product by Industry (included with Cata- 
gue Nos. carrying the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’’ 
measures of the contribution of each industry to gross domes- 
tic product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related in 
Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of Real Domes- 
tic Product by Industry use the establishment as the primary 
unit of industrial production. Measures of financial trans- 
actions are provided by the Financial Flow Accounts (Cata- 
logue Nos. with prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial 
instruments are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of transactors. 
Also, provision is made in the System for incorporation of 
balance sheet (wealth) estimates when such data are suffi- 
ciently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an overall 
conceptually integrated framework in which the various parts 
can be considered as interrelated sub-systems. At present, 
direct comparisons amongst those parts which use the estab- 
lishment as the basic unit and those which use the legal 
entity can be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, Statistics Canada is continuing research 
on enterprise-company-establishment relationships; it may 
eventually be feasible to reclassify the data which are on 
one basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond to the 
units employed on another (the company or the enterprise 
basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of National 
Accounts bears a close relationship to the international 
standard as described in the United Nations publication, ‘‘A 
System of National Accounts’’ (Studies in Methods, Series F, 
No. 2, Rev. 3, Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 


LE SYSTEME DE COMPTABILITE NATIONALE 


Au Canada, les comptes nationaux on fait l’objet depuis 
la fin de la Seconde Guerre mondiale de toute une série de pu- 
blications portant sur leurs éléments constitutifs. Ils ont connu 
une telle évolution qu’on peut maintenant les qualifier de ‘‘Sys- 
teme de comptabilité nationale’’. Aux fins d’identification, 
toutes les publications qui font partie du systeme (elles con- 
tiennent des tableaux statistiques, l’explication des cadres 
théoriques et l’explication des sources et des méthodes) porte- 
ront désormais le titre général de ‘‘Systéme de comptabilité 
nationale’’. 


Le systeme de comptabilité nationale du Canada se divise 
en plusieurs catégories de comptes. Les comptes annuels et 
trimestriels de revenu et de dépenses (publiés dans les bulletins 
dont le numéro de catalogue commence par 13) ont constitué le 
premier ensemble de statistiques 4 @tre connu sous le titre de 
“‘Comptes nationaux’’ (Comptes nationaux, revenus et dépenses). 
Les données sur la balance des paiements interationaux (numé- 
tos de catalogue commencant par 67) font également partie, sous 
leur forme sommaire, du systeme de comptabilité nationale; elles 
ont méme existé avant les comptes de revenu et de dépenses. 


Une nomenclature, sensiblement augmentée, d’industries et 
de biens et services figure dans les tableaux d’intrants et ex- 
trants (input-output) du systéme (numéro de catalogue commen- 
cant par 15). Les indices du produit intérieur réel par industrie 
(compris dans les publications dont les numéros de catalogue 
commencentpar61)mesurent, en ‘‘dollars constants’’, l’apport de 
chaque branche d’activité au produit intérieur brut au coat des 
facteurs. Un rapport est établi entre intrants et extrants dans les 
études de productivité (publications dont les numéros de catalo- 
gue commencent par 14). 


L’établissement sert d’unité de base de la production indus- 
trielle tant dans les tableaux ‘input-output’ que dans les indices 
du produit intérieur réel. Les comptes de flux financiers (publi- 
cations dont les numéros de catalogue commencent par 13) mesu- 
rent les opérations financiéres. Les catégories de préteurs et 
d’instruments financiers forment les éléments de base de ces 
statistiques et la personne morale est le point de départ du 
classement des agents économiques. En outre, le systéme a été 
concu de fagon a pouvoir incorporer les comptes de bilans (qui 
prennent pourobjet le patrimoine) lorsque les données s’y rappor- 
tant seront suffisamment développées. 


Le systéme de comptabilité nationale constitue un ensemble 
conceptuellement intégré dans lequel les diverses catégories 
de comptes peuvent @tre considérées comme des sous-systemes 
étroitement liés entre eux. Au Stade actuel de développement, 
on ne peut faire de comparaison directe entre les éléments basés 
surl’établissement et ceux qui sont basés sur l’entité légale que 
lorsque les données sont groupées dans des catégories tres 
générales. Toutefois, Statistique Canada poursuit ses re- 
cherches sur les relations entre l’entreprise, la société et 1’ éta- 
blissement. Il sera peut-é@étre possible un jour de reclasser les 
données fondées, par exemple, sur 1’établissement de maniére 
a les faire correspondre aux données établies d’apreés la société 
ou l’entreprise. 


Dans ses grandes lignes, le systeme de comptabilité na- 
tionale du Canada est étroitement relié 4 la norme internationale 
exposée dans la publication des Nations Unies A system of 
National Accounts (Etudes méthodologiques, série F, N° 2, Rev. 
3, Bureau de statistique, Départment des affaires €conomiques 
et sociales, Nations Unies, New York, 1968).

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A FINANCIAL COMMENTARY 
First Quarter 1974 


SUMMARY 


The Canadian economy exhibited continued 
strength in the first quarter of 1974. Current dollar 
GNP, seasonally adjusted, grew at an annual rate of 21% 
over the quarter. In constant dollar terms, GNP 
expanded at an annual rate of 6.8%, which was the 
same as the average rate of expansion over the year 
1973. The strength of the expansion into the first 
quarter of 1974 in Canada, was in sharp relief to the 
situation in a number of Canada’s major trading 
partners. Measured in terms of constant dollar GNP, 
the economy of the United States experienced a 
decline in output in the first half of the year. 


Total credit market borrowing by non-financial 
sectors of the economy amounted to $5.7 billion, an 
increase of 34% over the flow in the corresponding 
quarter of 1973. The magnitude of borrowing activity 
may be placed in better perspective by placing it in 
comparison to GNP. Viewed in relation to general 
economic activity, total borrowing continued to in- 
crease in 1974. As a percentage of GNP, total 
borrowing rose distinctly in 1971 to approximately 
17%, compared to an average of 12% over the previous 
two years. This proportion, which increased slightly 
over the period 1972 to 1973 to 18.7%, remained 
essentially unchanged in the first quarter of 1974 (see 
Chart 1).

RESUME

Le 
volume total d’emprunts, en pourcentage P.N.B., a aug- 
menté distinctement a environ 17 % en 1971, compara- 
tivement a une moyenne de 12 % au cours des deux 
années antérieures.

In the first quarter of 1974, the approach taken 
by the monetary authorities appeared to be broadly 
consistent with the position taken over much of 1973. 
The money supply, narrowly defined, grew at an 
annual rate of slightly over 11% in the first quarter, 
marginally less than the average rate experienced over 
1973 and down substantially from the 14.7% rate of 
expansion over 1972 (see Chart 2). The money supply, 
broadly defined, grew at an annual rate in excess of 
24% in the first quarter, up from the rate of approxi- 
mately 16% over the previous two years. The rates of 
expansion of the major monetary aggregates, however, 
should not be viewed in isolation, but rather inter- 
preted in conjunction with other developments in 
credit markets. Of particular relevance were the heavy 
demands placed on credit markets by non-financial 
borrowers and the tendency of lenders and borrowers 
to direct credit through short-term conduits.

La politique suivie par les autorités monétaires au 
cours du premier trimestre de 1974 apparait dans son 
ensemble consistante avec la politique adoptée au cours de 
la majeure partie de 1973.

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In 1973, a marked swing towards short-term 
forms of financing, particularly by the non-financial 
business sector, emerged (see Statement 2 and Table 
2-3). This pattern of financial activity was also wit-

nessed in a number of the other western industrial 
countries including the United States. The heavy 
emphasis on short-term forms of financing continued 
into the first quarter of 1974, with approximately 807% 
of the non-financial private corporate sector’s external 
sources of additional funds in the form of short-term 
obligations. 


The commercial paper market was a particularly 
important credit channel in the first quarter of the 
year. Using data from other sources, there is reason to 
believe that the financial flow accounts have not 
captured the total volume of funds passing through this 
market in the first three months of 1974. Nevertheless, 
the fact that commercial paper was an important 
source of funds for a number of major sectors does 
show up clearly in Table 3-28 (Finance and Other 
Short-term Paper). Major borrowers in this market 
included: non-financial private corporations, sales 
finance and consumer loan companies, and local govern- 
ments. Trust companies, life insurance companies, and 
investment dealers were among the major lenders. 


Bank loans, which continued to be an important 
source of funds for non-financial borrowers, repre- 
sented about 17% of final borrowing in this quarter 
compared to over 30% in the same quarter of 1973. 


Despite the heavy borrowing pressure on the 
short-end of the capital market, short-term rates of 
interest actually fell in the first two months of the 
quarter. The fall in short-term rates of interest was 
short-lived however, and by the early stages of the 
second quarter of 1974, they had reached historically 
high levels (see Chart 3). Activity in the long-end of the 
market was quieter, with long-term rates of interest 
relatively stable over the first two months of the 
quarter. Towards the end of the quarter, there was 
some upward adjustment in long-term rates which 
continued into the second quarter of 1974. With 
short-term rates of interest falling in the early part of 
the quarter, there was a tendency for the yield curve, 
which became twisted in the fourth quarter of 1973, to 
unravel. This tendency was not persistent, and by the 
second quarter of 1974, the yield curve was twisted 
once again with many short-term rates of interest 
exceeding long-term rates (see Chart 3). 


Table 3-30, “Bonds”, suggests that the borrowing 
in the bond market, in the first quarter, was primarily 
due to provincial and municipal governments and their 
associated enterprises. The long-term interest differen- 
tial between Canada and the United States widened 
marginally over the quarter, and increased substantially 
early in the second quarter. Referring to the Financial 
Flows Matrix for the first quarter (Table 1-2, categories 
2420 and 3420) it can be seen that the rest of the 
world sector supplied approximately one half of the

La chute des taux a court terme 
fut cependant temporaire et dés le début du deuxiéme 
trimestre de 1974, ils ont atteint les plus hauts niveaux 
connus (voir le graphique 3). L’activité sur le marché a 
long terme s’est ralentie, et les taux d’intérét a long terme 
ont été relativement stables au cours des deux premiers 
mois du trimestre. A la fin du trimestre, les taux a long 
terme se sont réajustés vers le haut et cette hausse s’est 
poursuivie au deuxiéme trimestre de 1974. Alors que les 
taux a court terme dépassaient les taux a long terme au qua- 
triéme trimestre, la baisse des taux a court terme au 
début du premier trimestre a renversé cette situation. 
Cette tendance fut de courte durée et au deuxieme 
trimestre de 1974, la courbe de rendement s’est a nouveau 
inversée alors que plusieurs taux d’intérét a court terme 
dépassaient les taux a long terme (voir le graphique 3). 


Tel qu’indiqué au tableau 3-30, ‘Obligations’, les 
emprunts sur le marché des obligations au premier 
trimestre ont consisté principalement d’émissions des 
administrations provinciales et municipales, et de leurs 
entreprises associées. Les différences entre les taux d’in- 
térét a long terme au Canada et aux Etats-Unis se sont 
sensiblement élargies au cours du trimestre, et se sont 
largement accrues au début du deuxiéme trimestre. En 
référant a la matrice des flux financiers du premier 
trimestre (tableau 1-2, catégories 2420 et 3420), on peut 
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volume of net bond financing by Canada in the first 
three months of 1974. The removal of the Interest 
Equalization Tax by the United States on January 29 
of 1974 (which applied to outstanding Canadian 
securities) did not appear to have a major impact on 
the flow of funds across the border in the form of 
seasoned Canadian issues. Indeed, Canada experienced 
a net outflow of funds in this account. Bond issues by 
non-financial private corporations were relatively light 
during the quarter with loans and short-term paper 
being the favoured form of financing (see Table 2-3, 
Non-financial Private Corporations). Turning to the 
category table for Other Canadian Bonds (Table 3-34) 
it can be observed that the sector recorded a net 
change of $155 million in bond liabilities over the quar- 
ter, most of which was lodged in the banking and con- 
tractual savings institutions sectors. The developments in 
the Canadian bond market differed rather noticeably 
from the activity in this market in the United States, 
where corporations actively sought long-term funds and 
made large demands on the market. Offerings of new 
corporate bond issues in the United States reached a 
3-year high in the first quarter of 1974. 


The depressed state of the stock market made 
equities a relatively expensive form of financing for 
private business corporations, and the first quarter flow 
declined from the flow posted for the fourth quarter of 
1973 (see Table 3-41, “Stocks’’). In relative terms, the 
foreign sector was a major supplier of funds to 
Canadian equity markets. Acquisitions by the foreign 
sector, however, were almost exclusively in the form of 
outstanding stocks. 


Statement 1,! which is an aggregation of finan- 
cial flows data designed to provide macroeconomic 
measures of lending and borrowing activity, suggests 
that mortgage borrowing continued to represent a large 
portion of final borrowing in the early stages of 1974. 
Financial flows, through the mortgage market to 
non-financial borrowers, were $1.7 billion, which 
represents 30% of total borrowing by the non-financial 
sectors of the economy in the first quarter. This is an 
increase of 47% over the flow in the same quarter one 
year ago. The flow of funds into the mortgage market 
helped to sustain the upswing in residential construc- 
tion activity, which began in mid-1970, into the first 
quarter. Referring to the financial flows matrix for the 
first quarter, 1973 (Table 1-2) category 2410, “Mort- 
gages” it can be seen that the bulk of this flow

environ la moitié du volume de financement au moyen 
d’obligations au Canada au cours des trois premiers mois 
de 1974. L’abolition de la “taxe sur l’égalisation des taux 
d’intérét” (Interest Equalization Tax) par les Etats-Unis le 
29 janvier 1974 (laquelle s’appliquait aux titres canadiens 
déja sur le marché), n’a pas semblé avoir une influence 
marquante sur les flux de fonds de part d’autre de la 
frontiére sous forme d’obligations canadiennes émises 
dans le passé. En effet, le Canada a connu une sortie nette 
de fonds a ce compte. Les émissions d’obligations des 
entreprises non financiéres ont été relativement faibles au 
cours du trimestre alors qu’on a préféré avoir recours aux 
préts et au papier a court terme comme moyen de 
financement (voir le tableau 2-3, Sociétés privées non 
financiéres). Référant au tableau de la catégorie “Autres 
obligations canadiennes”’ (3-34), il apparait que ce secteur 
a enregistré un changement net de 155 millions de dollars 
4 titre de passif-obligation durant le trimestre; les banques 
et’ les institutions d’épargne contractuelle ont acquis la 
plus grande partie de ces émissions. Les développements 
sur le marché canadien des obligations ont été remarqua- 
blement différents de l’activité sur le marché des obliga- 
tions aux Etats-Unis, alors que les entreprises ont active- 
ment recherché des fonds a long terme, et ont fait 
d’importantes demandes sur ce marché. Aux Etats-Unis, 
Voffre de nouvelles émissions d’obligations a atteint son 
plus haut niveau depuis trois ans au cours du premier 
trimestre de 1974. 


L’état languissant du marché des actions a rendu 
relativement cher ce moyen de financement pour les 
entreprises privées, et le flux du premier trimestre a baissé 
par rapport aux flux du quatriéme trimestre de 1973 (voir 
le tableau 3-41, ‘“‘Actions”). Le secteur extérieur fut, en 
termes relatifs, le principal investisseur de fonds sur les 
marchés canadiens des actions. Cependant, ces acquisi- 
tions par le secteur extérieur ont presque exclusivement 
consisté d’actions déja sur le marché. 


Létat 11, qui est un agrégat des données des flux 
financiers visant 4 fournir une macro-mesure de l’activité 
d’emprunts et de préts, nous indique que les emprunts au 
moyen d’hypothéques ont continue d’occuper une grande 
partie des emprunts au stade final au début de 1974. Les 
flux de fonds en direction des emprunteurs non financiers 
par l’intermédiaire du marché des hypotheques furent de 
1.7 milliard de dollars, ce qui représente 30 % du total des 
emprunts des secteurs non financiers de l’économie au 
premier trimestre. Cette augmentation est de 47 % supé- 
rieure au flux du trimestre correspondant de l’année 
derniére. Le flux de fonds sur le marché des hypothéques 
a permis de maintenir au premier trimestre la haute 
activité de la construction résidentielle qui a débuté vers le 
milieu de 1970. Comme l’indique la matrice des flux

continued to be financed by the chartered banks and 
other near bank deposit-accepting institutions. Acquisi- 
tion of mortgages by banks and near banks increased 
by 32% over the same 3-month period in 1973. 
Other important suppliers of mortgage funds in the first 
quarter were the private contractual savings institutions 
(life insurance and trusteed pension plans) as well as 
federal public financial institutions. 


Using seasonally adjusted figures, expenditures 
on residential construction grew at annual rates of 21% 
and 15% in nominal and real terms respectively over 
the first three months of the year.2 By way of 
contrast, outlays for residential construction in the 
United States experienced a protracted decline begin- 
ning in the third quarter of 1973 and continuing into 
1974. Savings and loan associations and other savings 
institutions that specialize in mortgage lending con- 
tinued to encounter difficulties in attracting funds in 
the form of deposits, as yields on market securities 
have attracted the funds of ultimate lenders. The 
comparable deposit-accepting institutions in Canada 
(Trust and Mortgage Loan Companies, Quebec Savings 
Banks, Credit Unions and Cuisses Populaires) were 
successful in maintaining an inflow of funds in the 
form of deposits. While there was little variation in 
interest rates payable on deposits at near banks over the 
quarter, Table 3-19, “Deposits in Other Institutions’, 
reveals that deposits at near banks increased by $1.4 
billion in the first quarter, an increase of 17% over the 
deposit inflow in the fourth quarter of the previous 
year. 


Mortgage interest rates were stable over the 
quarter and hovered about 10%. Towards the end of 
the quarter, however, mortgage funds were in short 
supply in some parts of the country and mortgage len- 
ding rates took a sharp jump early in the second quarter. 


Spending on consumer durables, which has been 
an important feature of the current expansion, acceler- 
ated in the first quarter. Using seasonally adjusted 
figures, spending on consumer durables increased at 
annual rates of 17% and 27% in real and nominal terms 
during the quarter. This compares to an increase in 
consumer durable expenditures of 17% and 18% in 
1973. Expenditures on automobiles picked up sharply. 
By way of comparison, in the United States, expen- 
ditures on consumer durables in current dollars de-

banques 4 charte et les autres institutions parabancaires de 
dépét ont continué de contribuer 4 la plus grande partie 
de ce flux.

Le tableau 3-19, “Dépots dans les autres institu- 
tions’’, nous révéle que les dép6ts des institutions paraban- 
caires ont augmenté de 1.4 milliard de dollars au premier 
trimestre, soit une augmentation supérieure de 17% a 
Pentrée de dépdts du quatriéme trimestre de année précé- 
dente. Les taux d’intéréts payés sur les dépdts aupreés des 
institutions parabancaires n’ont pas beaucoup change au 
cours du trimestre. 


Les taux d’intérét des préts hypothécaires sont 
demeurésrelativement stables au cours du trimestre, et ont 
fluctué autour de 10 %. Cependant, 4 la fin du trimestre, 
Poffre de fonds hypothécaires était insuffisante dans 
plusieurs régions du pays, et les taux des préts hypothé- 
caires ont monté rapidement au début du deuxiéme 
trimestre. 


Les dépenses en biens de consommation durables, 
qui furent un facteur important de la présente période de 
croissance, se sont accrues au premier trimestre. D’aprés 
les données désaisonnalisées, la dépense en biens de 
consommation durables ont augmenté de 17 % et 27 % en 
termes réels et nominaux au cours du trimestre. Ceci se 
compare 4 une augmentation de la dépense en biens 
durables de 17% et 18% en 1973. Les dépenses en 
automobiles ont fortement augmenté au premier trimestre.

clined by about 6% over the period first quarter 1973 
to first quarter 1974. The decline in expenditures on 
durables, particularly automobiles accounted for a 
large portion of the decline in real GNP in the first 
quarter in the United States. These developments were 
reflected in the financial system by changes in the 
amount of consumer credit outstanding. In Canada, the 
increase in the consumer credit liabilities of the 
household sector rose by $324 million, an increase of 
13% over the flow recorded in the first quarter of 
1973. In the United States, a definite slackening off in 
the growth of consumer credit loans occurred. Table 
3-22, “Consumer Credit”, suggests that the chartered 
banks continued to increase their share of the con- 
sumer credit market. 


As the pressure placed on productive capacity 
intensified, business investment outlays accelerated 
over the first three months of 1974. Using seasonally ad- 
justed figures, business expenditures on non-residential 
construction, and on machinery and equipment grew at 
annual rates of 40% and 43%. This compares to an 
increase of expenditures on plant and equipment of 
approximately 18% and 6% in 1973 and 1972 respec- 
tively. Non-farm business inventory investment, which 
tends to be highly erratic, amounted to $1.9 billion on 
a seasonally adjusted basis, up from $1.4 billion in the 
fourth quarter of the previous year. Despite a large 
increase in internally generated funds, these were 
inadequate to finance fixed capital formation and 
inventory accumulation of the non-financial private 
corporate sector in the first quarter, and the sector 
relied heavily on external sources of funds. Net 
borrowing of the sector, in the first quarter, was 37% 
higher than in the corresponding period in 1973. 


Foreign capital markets resumed their role as 
being a major source of credit, following reduced 
reliance of Canadians on foreign sources of funds 
during 1973. After fluctuating within a narrow band of 
approximately 1% either side of nominal parity with 
the U.S. dollar, the Canadian dollar began to appreciate 
early in the new year. The appreciation of the 
Canadian dollar was concentrated in February and the 
increase in Canada’s official international reserves was 
also concentrated in that month, as the Exchange Fund 
Account played a moderating influence in the market. 
Additionally, the Canadian dollar appreciated relative 
to the currencies of a number of her other trading 
partners, and the dollar closed the quarter with an 
approximate 3% appreciation relative to a weighted 
average of the currencies of her major trading partners.

L’appré- 
ciation du dollar canadien a surtout pris place en février, 
tout comme l’augmentation des réserves officielles inter- 
nationales alors que le Fonds des changes a joué un rdle de 
modérateur sur le marché.

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SECTOR REVIEW 


The Monetary Authorities 


During the first quarter, the Bank of Canada 
added $77 million in treasury bills and $132 million in 
Government of Canada bonds to its portfolio (see 
Table 2-8, categories 2340 and 2421). The expan- 
sionary impact that these acquisitions would have on 
the monetary base and the banking system were more 
than compensated for by a net reduction in the Bank 
of Canada’s foreign currency assets of over $500 
million (see category 2211, “Official Holdings of Gold 
and Foreign Exchange” in Table 2-8). 


The other directly observable instruments of 
monetary policy (Bank Rate, the Winnipeg Agreement 
Rate, and the Secondary Reserve Ratio) were not 
altered over the period. With the general upward 
movement in short-term rates of interest, which began 
late in the quarter, both the Bank Rate and the 
Winnipeg Rate were increased early in the second 
quarter. 


The Chartered Banks 


The volume of credit intermediated by the 
chartered banking system was approximately $2 billion 
in the first quarter and the financial assets of the banks 
rose at an annual rate of about 15%. A significant part 
of the asset growth of the chartered banks was 
supported by a large foreign currency deposit inflow of 
slightly over $1 billion (see Table 2-13, “Chartered 
Banks’, category 3313). 


During 1972 and 1973, the strong demand for 
loans faced by the chartered banks was accommodated 
by both rapid growth of the banking system and a 
rearrangement of the asset portfolios of the banks in 
favour of loans and away from securities. While loan 
demand was still strong in the first quarter, the rate of 
increase was somewhat less than that experienced over 
1973 (see category 2331, “Bank Loans’, in Table 
2-13).3 Turning to the financial flows matrix for the 
first quarter (Table 1-2, category 3331) it can be seen 
that non-financial private corporations were the prin- 
cipal source of loan demand and that bank loans to 
non-financial government enterprises and other lending 
institutions declined during the quarter. The interest 
rate applied to prime business loans remained un- 
changed at 9.5% over the quarter, but rose by 150 basis

REVUE DES SECTEURS 


Les autorités monétaires 


Au cours du premier trimestre, la Banque du Canada 
a ajouté a ses avoirs 77 millions de dollars de bons du 
trésor et 132 millions d’obligations fédérales (tableau 2-8, 
catégories 2340 et 2321). L’effet d’impact de ces achats 
sur la base monétaire et le systéme bancaire a été plus que 
compensée par une diminution de 500 millions de dollars 
des avoirs nets de la Banque du Canada en devises 
étrangéres (voir la catégorie 2211, tableau 2-8, ‘“Avoirs 
officiels en or et en devises étrangéres’’). 


Les autres outils de politique monétaire immédiate- 
ment visibles (taux d’escompte, le taux de l’accord de 
Winnipeg et le coefficient de réserves secondaires) n’ont 
pas changé au cours de cette période. La hausse générale 
des taux d’intérét 4 court terme a la fin du trimestre fut 
suivie au début du deuxiéme trimestre par une hausse du 
taux d’escompte et du taux de Winnipeg. 


Les banques a charte 


Le systéme bancaire a servi d’intermédiaire a un 
volume de crédit d’environ 2 milliards de dollars au 
premier trimestre, et les actifs financiers des banques ont 
augmenté a un taux annuel d’approximativement 15 %. 
Une grande partie de la croissance de ces actifs a été 
financée par une entrée importante de dépots en devises 
étrangéres qui a légerement dépassé | milliard de dollars 
(voir la catégorie 3313 du tableau 2-13, “Banques a 
charte’’). 


En 1972 et 1973, la forte demande de préts dont ont 
fait face les banques a charte fut rencontrée par une 
croissance rapide du systéme bancaire, et par une réorien- 
tation des actifs en portefeuille des banques vers les préts 
plutot que vers les titres. Quoique la demande de préts fut 
encore forte au premier trimestre, le taux d’augmentation 
fait moins élevé qu’au cours de 1973 (voir la catégorie 
2331, ‘“Préts bancaires’’, tableau 2-13)3. Référant a la 
matrice des flux financiers du premier trimestre (tableau 
1-2, catégorie 3331), on peut voir que les entreprises 
privées non-financiéres furent la principale source de la 
demande de préts, et qu'il y a eu baisse des préts consentis 
aux entreprises publiques non-financiéres et aux autres ins- 
titutions de préts au cours du trimestre. Le taux @intérét de 
base des préts aux entreprises est demeuré inchangé a 
9.5 % au cours du trimestre, mais a été augmenté de 1.5 %

points, in two stages to 11.0%, in the following 
quarter. In addition to loans, the banks also added 
significant quantities of mortgages, bonds and treasury 
bills to their portfolios. The chartered banks continued 
to play an increasingly important role in the consumer 
credit market. 


Beginning late in 1971, the banks, on balance, 
reduced their holdings of Government of Canada bonds 
(see Table 2-13, category 2421). This trend continued 
into the third quarter of 1973. In the fourth quarter of 
1973, this pattern changed and the banks began, on 
balance, to add Government of Canada bonds to their 
portfolios. 


Other Lending Institutions 


The figures for the first quarter suggest that the 
increased reliance that was placed on deposit-accepting 
institutions as channels for credit flows in 1973, was 
also a feature of the flow of funds in Canada during the 
first quarter of 1974. Deposits at near banks4# (see 
Table 3-19, Deposits in Other Institutions) registered an 
increase of $1.4 billion, a 34% increase over the deposit 
inflow to these institutions in the first quarter in 1973. 
The deposit inflow to trust companies as a proportion 
of the total deposit inflow to all near banks was 
relatively high (49%) compared to recent experience. 


A sizeable part of this increase may be attri- 
butable to the increase in the ceiling for contributions 
to Registered Retirement Savings Plans, and the strong 
competition for a share of these funds on the part of 
the trust companies during the quarter. The near banks 
continued to play an important role as suppliers of 
mortgage funds, and accounted for over 60% of the 
supply of mortgage funds in the first quarter. The 
continued success of these institutions in maintaining 
or increasing their deposit inflows in recent months is 
in marked contrast to the difficulties encountered by 
their counterpart institutions in the United States, and 
partly explains the relative performance of residential 
construction activity between the two countries over 
the period. 


Sales finance and consumer loan companies (see 
Table 2-19) which differ from the other institutions in 
Sector VI.2 in certain respects, on balance rerouted 
slightly over $300 million in funds from the short-term 
paper market into loans.

En plus des préts, les banques 
ont également ajouté a leur portefeuille des avoirs 
importants d’hypothéques, d’obligations et de bons du 
trésor. Les banques a charte ont continué 4 jouer un réle 
de plus en plus important sur le marché du cfedit a la 
consommation. 


A partir de la fin de 1971, les banques ont diminué, 
au total, leurs avoirs d’obligations fédérales (voir la 
catégorie 2421, le tableau 1-3). Cette tendance s’est 
maintenue jusqu’au troisiéme trimestre de 1973. Au 
quatriéme trimestre de 1973, cette tendance s’est inversée 
et les banques ont recommencé a augmenter le total de 
leurs avoirs d’obligations fédérales. 


Autres institutions de préts 


Les données du premier trimestre révélent que 
Pimportance grandissante des institutions de dépdot 
comme agent du flux du crédit en 1973, a également 
caractérisé le flux des fonds au Canada au cours du premier 
trimestre de 1974. Les dépdts dans les institutions 
parabancaires4 (voir le tableau 3-19, “Dépdts dans les 
autres institutions”) ont augmenté de 1.4 milliards de 
dollars, soit 34 % de plus que l’augmentation des dépots 
de ces mémes institutions pendant le premier trimestre de 
1973. Une partie relativement plus grande de l’augmenta- 
tion des dépdts dans les institutions parabancaires (49 %) 
fut dirigée vers les sociétés de fiducie, par rapport a la 
situation des derniéres années. 


Une grande partie de cette croissance peut étre 
attribuable a augmentation du plafond des contributions 
aux Régimes enrégistrés d’épargne-retraite, et a la forte 
concurrence des sociétés de fiducie en vue d’obtenir une 
plus grande partie de ces fonds au cours du trimestre. Les 
institutions parabancaires ont continué a jouer un role 
important comme fournisseurs de fonds hypothécaires en 
contribuant a plus de 60 % de l’offre de fonds hypothe- 
caires au premier trimestre. Le succes croissant qu’ont eu 
ces institutions 4 maintenir et 4 augmenter leurs dépots au 
cours des derniers mois fait contraste aux difficultés 
qu’ont connues les institutions de ce type aux Etats-Unis, 
et refléte la différence relative du niveau d’activité de la 
construction résidentielle entre les deux pays pendant 
cette période. 


Les sociétés de financement des ventes et de préts 4 
la consommation (tableau 2-19), lesquelles différent sous 
certains aspects des autres institutions du secteur VI.2, ont 
investi en préts une somme d’un peu plus de 300 millions 
de dollars prélevée sur le marché du papier a court terme.

Non-financial Private Corporations 


Statement 2 provides a summary of credit 
market activity by non-financial private corporations. 
The classification of financial instruments by term of 
necessity lacks precision, nevertheless, the table is 
indicative of certain broad trends in corporate financial 
behaviour. 


Corporate profits began to rise earlier in the 
current expansion than did business expenditures on 
plant and equipment. This pattern is not atypical, and as 
the expansion matures, there is a tendency for profits 
to provide a smaller share of total financing require- 
ments of the sector. As a percentage of internally 
generated funds, retained earnings amounted to 40% in 
the first quarter, unchanged from 1973. Net borrowing 
by the sector in the first quarter of $1.1 billion was 
37% higher than in the corresponding period in 1973. 


During much of the past year, the cost of raising 
funds in the long-term capital market exceeded the 
cost of bank loans and other forms of short-term 
borrowing, and there was heavy emphasis on using 
short-term forms of financing. As the year developed, 
however, excessive borrowing pressure on the short-term 
market, here and abroad, resulted in a rapid escalation 
in short-term rates and there was widespread anticipa- 
tion of a return to long-term forms of borrowing by 
the corporate sector early in 1974. While there is some 
evidence of a return to long-term forms of financing, 
particularly bond financing in the United States, this 
did not occur in Canada and the emphasis on the 
short-end of the capital market continued into the first 
quarter of 1974 with short-term borrowing as a percen- 
tage of total borrowing amounting to 80%. 


The continued heavy reliance on bank financing 
and the increased use of the short-term paper market 
were notable features of corporate borrowing activity 
in the quarter under review. While long-term borrowing 
was minimal during the quarter, there was some evidence 
of difficulties being encountered in floating long-term 
bonds in the domestic market and a number of issues 
were withdrawn in the first half of the new year. 


For the sector as a whole, the increase in 
liabilities was well in excess of borrowing requirements 
and the sector recorded a large increase in financial 
assets. 


The Government Sectors 


Referring to category 1900, “Net Lending or 
’ Borrowing”, in the financial flows first quarter 1974 
matrix (Table 1-2), it can be seen that the government

Sociétés privées non financiéres 


L’état 2 nous donne wn apercu de l’activité des so- 
ciétés privées non financiéres sur le marché du crédit. Bien 
que le tableau refléte certaines grandes tendances du 
comportement financier de ces entreprises, la classifica- 
tion des instruments selon le court ou le long terme 
demeure nécessairement imprécise. 


L’augmentation des profits des entreprises a précédé 
laugmentation des dépenses en construction et en outil- 
lage dans la présente période de croissance. Ce phénoméne 
est typique et a mesure que l’expansion se poursuit, la 
part des profits par rapport aux besoins de financement de 
ce secteur tend a diminuer. Les bénéfices non distribués en 
pourcentage des fonds de provenance interne se sont 
élevés 4 40 % au premier trimestre, tout comme en 1973. 
L’emprunt net de ce secteur, se chiffrant 4 1.1 milliard de 
dollars au premier trimestre, était de 37 % plus élevé qu’au 
cours de la méme période en 1973. 


Pendant la plus grande partie de l’année derniére, le 
cout d’emprunt sur le marché a long terme était plus élevé 
que le cot des préts bancaires et des autres moyens 
d’emprunt a4 court terme. Cependant, avec le déroule- 
ment de l’année, la demande exédentaire d’emprunt sur le 
marché a4 court terme ici comme a l’étranger a résulté en 
une rapide montée de taux a court terme, et on anticipait 
partout un retour du secteur des entreprises aux moyens 
de financement a long terme au début de 1974. Tandis 
qu’un retour au financement a long terme semblait 
évident, particuliérement aux Etats-Unis avec le finance- 
ment au moyen d’obligations, il ne s’est pas produit au 
Canada ou on a eu recours au marché du capital a court 
terme alors que le financement par le court terme en 
pourcentage de l’emprunt total s’est élevé 4 80%. 


La dépendance forte et continuelle sur le finance- 
ment bancaire et le recours accru au marché du papier a 
court terme furent les principales caractéristiques de la 
politique d’emprunt des entreprises au cours du trimestre 
présentement sous analyse. Alors que les emprunts a long 
terme furent maintenus au minimum pendant le trimestre, 
certaines difficultés de vendre des obligations a long terme 
sur les marchés domestiques devenaient évidentes et 
plusieurs émissions furent retirées au cours de la premiére 
moitié de l’année. 


L’augmentation du passif de ce secteur dans son 
ensemble dépassait largement ses besoins d’emprunt, et il 
y et d’importantes acquisitions d’actifs financiers par ce 
secteur. 


Le secteur des administrations publiques 


En référant a la catégorie 1900, “Emprunt net ou 
prét net”, de la matrice des flux financiers du premier 
trimestre de 1974 (tableau 1-2) il apparait que le secteur 


sector as a whole® continued to be in a net lending 
position.? Nevertheless, the government sector did 
make important demands on capital markets in this 
quarter. Following two quarters of being in a surplus 
position, the Federal Government sector was a net 
borrower of funds in the first quarter. The net 
financing requirements of the Federal Government 
were also increased by ordinary foreign exchange 
transactions of the Exchange Fund Account (Sector 
V.2) as Canada’s official monetary reserves increased, 
and the reversing of a temporary foreign exchange 
swap transaction between the Bank of Canada (Sector 
V.1) and the Exchange Fund Account.8 A rundown of 
slightly over $300 million in Canada Savings Bonds, as 
the public switched to higher yielding short-term finan- 
cial instruments and deposits, also led to increased 
financing requirements. Cash requirements of the 
Federal Government were met by a large reduction in 
cash balances, and by new issues of treasury bills and 
bonds, which were largely acquired by the Bank of 
Canada, and the Chartered Banks. 


Borrowing by the provincial government sector, 
which was up from the flows recorded in 1973, was 
concentrated in bonds, the bulk of which was sold 
abroad. The importance of provincial treasury bills as a 
source of funds continued to decline, and the amount 
outstanding fell by over $100 million.9 Local Govern- 
ment financing requirements, which were down sharply 
from the last half of 1973, were met by sales of bonds, 
treasury bills, and bank loans. The tendency to substi- 
tute bank financing for bond financing which emerged 
in 1973, at the municipal level was also evident in the 
first quarter. 


The Rest of the World 


Net lending by non-residents to Canada 
amounted to $666 million in the first quarter of 1974, 
up from $456 million in the same three-month period 
one year ago. Beneath the increase in net lending by

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des administrations publiques dans son ensemble® a 
continué a se présenter comme préteur’. Toutefois, le 
secteur des administrations n’a pas fait d’importants 
emprunts sur le marché du capital au premier trimestre. 
L’administration fédérale, aprés avoir connu des surplus 
pendant deux trimestres, fat un emprunteur net de fonds 
au premier trimestre. Les besoins nets de trésorerie de 
Padministration fédérale, ont également augmenté suite 
aux transactions ordinaires en devises au compte du Fonds 
des changes (secteur V.2) résultant de l’augmentation des 
réserves moneétaires officielles du Canada, et de l’inversion 
des transactions de change ‘“‘swaps’’ temporaires entre la 
Banque du Canada (V.1) et le Fond des changes’. Une 
baisse d’un peu plus de 300 millions de dollars des 
obligations d’épargne du Canada, suite a la préférence du 
public pour les rendements plus élevés des instruments 
financiers 4 court terme et des dépOts, a aussi entrainé des 
besoins accrus de trésorerie.

Les emprunts du secteur des administrations provin- 
ciales qui étaient en hausse par rapport aux flux de 1973 
ont surtout consisté d’obligations dont la plupart furent 
vendues a l’étranger. L’importance des bons du trésor 
provinciaux comme source de fonds a continué 4 baisser, 
Yencours de ces titres diminuant de 100 millions de 
dollars?. Les besoins de trésorerie des municipalités qui 
ont grandement baissé par rapport a la deuxiéme moitié 
de 1973 ont été financés par des ventes d’obligations, de 
bons du trésor et de préts bancaires. La tendance des 
municipalités d’avoir recours au financement bancaire 
plutdt qu’au financement par obligations en 1973 s’est 
poursuivie au premier trimestre. 


Le reste du monde 


Les préts des non-résidents au Canada se sont élevés 
a 666 millions de dollars au premier trimestre de 1974, 
soit une hausse par rapport aux 456 millions pour la 
méme période de l’année derniére.

non-residents to Canada, was a surplus of $354 million 
in Canada’s balance on merchandise trade and a deficit 
of $1,067 million on non-merchandise trade. Merchan- 
dise exports and imports were running 23% and 26% 
respectively above the flows recorded in the first 
quarter of 1973. All of the growth in merchandise 
exports and most of the growth in merchandise 
imports can be attributed to higher prices. On a 
year-over-year basis, real exports, for example, declined 
by approximately 5% while real imports increased by 
approximately 10%. 


During 1973, on a net basis (debits offset against 
credits), the rest of the world accumulated long-term 
financial claims on Canada and incurred short-term 
liabilities. In the first quarter of 1974, however, the 
rest of the world accumulated both short-term and 
long-term financial claims (on a net basis) against 
Canada. The net increase in financial claims (net capital 
movements excluding official reserves) of the rest of 
the world on Canada was $993 million in the first 
quarter. On an official settlements basis, the rest of the 
world recorded a deficit of $327 million over the 
quarter, and Canada’s official reserves were built up by 
an equivalent amount (see categories 2210 and 3210, 
financial flows first quarter matrix). 


In 1973, transactions in financial claims (exclu- 
ding official reserves) between Canada and non-resi- 
dents led to a net outflow from Canada of $42 million, 
the first such outflow in over two decades. A major 
factor in the atypical pattern in 1973 was a large 
non-recurring direct investment outflow from Canada 
in the fourth quarter, which represented the acquisi- 
tion of shares in Texasgulf Inc. by the Canada 
Development Corporation (category 3512). In the first 
quarter of 1974 the picture changed, and the more 
common pattern of the rest of the world accumulating 
financial claims (on a net basis) on Canada re-emerged. 


The increase in financial assets of principal 
non-resident shareholders in the form of direct 
claims!9 on Canadian enterprises was essentially un- 
changed from the flow recorded in the fourth quarter 
of 1973 and amounted to $172 million. A large 
portion of this inflow in the first quarter consisted of 
non-recurring capital movements such as takeovers and 
disinvestments by U.S. principal owners. The corres- 
ponding change in direct financial liabilities (category 
3512, Table 3-41) of non-residents in’ the first quarter

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préts nets des non-résidents au Canada a résulté d’un 
surplus de 354 millions de dollars du commerce des 
marchandises et d’un déficit de 1,067 millions des opéra- 
tions sur invisibles. Les exportations et les importations de 
marchandises étaient respectivement de 23 % et de 26 % 
plus élevées qu’au premier trimestre de 1973. Toute 
augmentation des exportations de marchandises et 
presque toute l’augmentation des importations de mar- 
chandises ont résulté de prix plus élevés. Sur une base 
annuelle, en termes réels, les exportations ont baissé de

Sur une base nette (actif moins passif), en 1973, le 
reste du monde a ajouté a ses avoirs financiers a long 
terme a l’égard du Canada et a augmenté ses dettes 4 court 
terme.

Sur une base de réglements 
monétaires officiels, le reste du monde a enrégistré un 
deficit de 327 millions de dollars au cours du trimestre 
lequel a été financé par un accroissement égal des réserves 
officielles de liquidités internationales (voir les catégories 
2210 et 3210 de la matrice des flux financiers, premier 
trimestre de 1974). 


En 1973, les transactions d’actifs financiers (a part 
les réserves officielles) entre le Canada et les non-résidents 
ont résulté en une sortie nette hors du Canada de 42 
millions de dollars, soit la premiére sortie depuis plus de 
deux décennies.

was $120 million, down sharply from the irregular and 
large increase in direct liabilities to Canadians of $395 
in the previous quarter. 


Net acquisitions of Canadian bonds by non-resi- 
dents amounted to $480 million in the first quarter, 
compared to $683 million for the year as a whole in 
1973. Table 2-41 (Sector XIII, Rest of the World) 
reveals that the net purchases of Canadian bonds, were 
concentrated in Provincial and Municipal securities. 
Acquisition of Canadian equities by the non-resident 
sector consisted almost exclusively of outstanding 
rather than new equities. Trading in non-resident 
securities between residents and non-residents was 
inconsequential during the quarter under review. 


Transactions in short-term financial claims be- 
tween Canada and the rest of the world was dominated 
by changes in foreign currency deposits. Financial 
claims of Canadians on non-residents in this form 
(category 3313, Table 3-41) declined by $470 million 
in the first quarter compared to an increase of $1,610 
million in the previous quarter. Foreign currency 
deposit claims of non-residents in domestic branches of 
the Canadian chartered banks (category 2313, Table 
3-41) increased by a modest amount ($59 million) in 
the first quarter relative to the flow of over $3 billion 
for the year 1973. 


CHANGE IN PRESENTATION 


Persons: Sector I 
Unincorporated Business: Sector II 


Beginning with the next issue of the Financial 
Flow Accounts (IIQ, 1974) the accounts of these two 
sectors will be consolidated. When the financial flow 
accounts were originally constructed, this split was 
made to preserve consistency with the National Income 
and Expenditure Accounts. Following the revised 
treatment of the National Income and Expenditure 
Accounts, the original rationale for maintaining the 
two accounts separately has disappeared. Since the 
split suggests that Statistics Canada is in possession of 
more information than is actually the case, and the 
split may mislead users, it was decided to consolidate 
the two accounts. It should be recognized, of course, 
that Sector I includes non-profit institutions as well as 
households, and that the figures for a number of the 
categories are residually obtained. If and/or when, 
additional information becomes available, a split be- 
tween the two sectors will be made available.

Les achats nets d’obligations canadiennes par les 
non-résidents se sont élevés 4 480 millions de dollars au 
premier trimestre, comparativement a 683 millions durant 
toute l’année 1974. Tel qu’il apparait au tableau 2-41 
(secteur XIII, Reste du monde), les achats net des 
obligations canadiennes ont consisté principalement de 
titres des provinces et des municipalités. Les achats 
d’actions canadiennes par le secteur des non-résidents 
compyenaient presque exclusivement d’actions déja sur le 
marché plutot que de nouvelles émissions.

Les transactions d’actifs financiers 4 court terme 
entre le Canada et le reste du monde ont consisté surtout 
de variations de dépots en devises étrangéres.

NOUVELLE PRESENTATION 


Particuliers: Secteur I 
Entreprises non-constituées en sociétés: Secteur II 


A partir de la prochaine livraison des Comptes des 
flux financiers (1liéme trimestre 1974) les comptes de ces 
deux secteurs seront consolidés. Lorsque les comptes des 
flux financiers furent créés, au début, cette division visait 
a préserver la consistance avec les Comptes nationaux des 
revenus et des dépenses. Etant donné que cette division 
donne l’impression que Statistique Canada a en sa posses- 
sion plus d'information qu’il en est le cas, et que cette 
division induit les utilisateurs en erreur, il a été décidé de 
consolider ces deux comptes. Il est reconnu sans doute 
que le secteur I comprend des institutions sans but lucratif 
en plus des ménages, et que les données pour la plupart 
des catégories sont obtenues de facon résiduelle. Si ou 
lorsque plus d’information sera disponible, une division 
entre ces deux secteurs sera rendue disponible. 


Sales Finance and Consumer Loan Companies: 
Sector VI.2.5 


Sales finance and consumer loan companies 
differ from the other institutions in Sector VI.2, 
“Other Lending Institutions” in that short-term paper 
and not deposit liabilities is their principal source of 
funds. In addition, they are relatively unimportant 
mortgage lenders, with consumer credit and loans 
accounting for the bulk of their assets. In order to 
make Sector VI.2 more homogeneous it was decided to 
relocate this sector (VI.2.5) in Sector VIII, “Other 
Private Financial Institutions”. The term “‘Other Len- 
ding Institutions” for Sector VI.2 will be dropped and 
the sector will be referred to as “Near Banks’’. These 
changes will take effect beginning with the second 
quarter 1974 issue of the Financial Flow Accounts. 


TECHNICAL NOTES 


(a) The tables reflect a measure of conceptual 
inconsistency in the presentation of data due to 
divergence in data sources. In the non-financial private 
corporation sector certain specific amounts owing to 
foreign parents by Canadian subsidiaries are shown as 
“corporate claims”, while the rest of the world sector 
include these in the “other assets’ category. In 
addition, trade transactions with foreign parents are 
shown gross in the non-financial business corporation 
sector, whereas, the rest of the world sector net these 
out. 


(b) Commencing with 1969 data for net pur- 
chases of existing assets for Sectors III and IV are 
obtained by direct estimation derived from a variety of 
sources. While these estimates are not comprehensive it 
is considered that the direct estimation procedure 
produces estimates superior to those formerly obtained 
when residual estimation techniques were employed. In 
general it has not been possible to compile direct 
estimates for the years 1962 to 1968. 


(c) There are two recent breaks in the series for 
Sector VI.2.5, Sales Finance and Consumer Loan 
Companies. Beginning in the first quarter 1972 the 
universe of this sector was broadened to include 
captive sales finance companies. Starting in the first 
quarter 1973 all unearned finance charges are written 
off against receivables. It is not possible to revise the 
series backwards at the present time. 
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Sociétés de financement des ventes et de 
préts a la consommation 


Les sociétés de financement des ventes et de préts a 
la consommation différent des autres institutions du 
secteur VI.2, “Autres institutions de préts”, en ce sens 
que le papier 4 court terme plutdt que le passif-dépét 
constitue la principale source de fonds. De plus, elles sont 
relativement peu importantes comme préteurs de fonds 
hypothécaires, alors que le crédit 4 la consommation et les 
préts représentent la plus grande partie de leurs actifs. 
Afin de rendre plus homogéne le secteur VI.2, il a été 
décidé de reclassifier ce secteur (VI.2.5) dans le secteur 
VIII, “Autres institutions financiéres privées”. Le titre du 
secteur VI.2, “Autres institutions de préts”, sera changé 
pour devenir “Institutions parabancaires”. Ces change- 
ments deviendront effectifs dés la livraison du deuxiéme 
trimestre des Comptes des flux financiers. 


NOTES TECHNIQUES 


(a) Les tableaux reflétent une certaine part d’incon- 
sistance conceptuelle dans la présentation des données, a 
cause de la divergence entre les données suivant les 
différentes sources. Dans le secteur des sociétés privées 
non financiéres, certains engagements financiers des filia- 
les canadiennes envers les sociétés méres 4 |’étranger sont 
classifiés comme “‘créances sur des entreprises associées”’, 
tandis que dans le secteur “reste du monde” ces engage- 
ments sont classifiés dans la catégorie “autres éléments de 
Pactif’. De plus, le montant des transactions commer- 
ciales avec les sociétés méres a |’étranger est brut dans le 
secteur des sociétés privées, tandis que le montant de ces 
transactions est net dans le secteur “reste du monde’’. 


(b) A compter de 1969, on a obtenu des données 
sur les achats nets d’actifs existants pour les secteurs III et 
IV par une méthode d’estimation directe 4 partir d’une 
variété de sources. Bien que ces estimations ne soient pas 
exhaustives, on estime que la méthode directe donne des 
estimations de meilleures qualité que celles obtenues 
auparavant par ’emploi des techniques d’estimations rési- 
duelle. De fagon générale, il n’a pas été possible de réunir 
des estimations directes pour la période 1962-1968. 


(c) Il y a deux points de discontinuité dans les séries 
récentes du secteur des Sociétés de financement des ventes 
et de préts 4 la consommation (VI.2.5). Depuis le premier 
trimestre de 1972, le champs d’observation de ce secteur 
fut étendu afin d’y ajouter un certain nombre d’institu- 
tions de financement qui appartiennent a des sociétés 
commerciales ou manufacturiéres. Commencant au pre- 
mier trimestre de 1973, tous les frais de financement 
anticipés sont déduits des comptes a recevoir. Présente- 
ment, il n’est pas possible de réviser les séries antérieures.

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TRE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been developed 
Since the close of the Second World War in a series of publi- 
cations relating to their constituent parts. These have now 
reached a stage of evolution where they can be termed a 
“System of National Accounts’’. For purposes of identifica- 
tion, all publications (containing tables of Statistics, descrip- 
tions of conceptual frameworks, and descriptions of sources 
and methods) which make up this System will now carry the 
term “System of National Accounts”? as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada consists of 
Several parts. The annual and quarterly Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying the 
prefix 13) were, historically speaking, the first set of statis- 
tics to be referred to with the title ‘National Accounts’”’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The Balance 
of International Payments data, (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
67), in their more summary form, are also part of the System 
of National Accounts and they, in fact, pre-date the Income 
and Expenditure Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries and on 
goods and services is portrayed in the Input-Output Tables 
of the System (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 15). The indexes 
of Real Domestic Product by Industry (included with Cata- 
gue Nos. carrying the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’? 
measures of the contribution of each industry to gross domes- 
tic product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related in 
Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of Real Domes- 
tic Product by Industry use the establishment as the primary 
unit of industrial production. Measures of financial trans- 
actions are provided by the Financial Flow Accounts (Cata- 
logue Nos. with prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial 
instruments are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of transactors. 
Also, provision is made in the System for incorporation of 
balance sheet (wealth) estimates when such data are suffi- 
ciently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an overall 
conceptually integrated framework in which the various parts 
can be considered as interrelated sub-systems. At present, 
direct comparisons amongst those parts which use the estab- 
lishment as the basic unit and those which use the legal 
entity can be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, Statistics Canada is continuing research 
on enterprise-company-establishment relationships; it may 
eventually be feasible to reclassify the data which are on 
one basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond to the 
units employed on another (the company or the enterprise 
basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of National 
Accounts bears a close relationship to the international 
standard as described in the United Nations publication, ‘‘A 
System of National Accounts’’ (Studies in Methods, Series F, 
No. 2, Rev. 3, Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 


LE SYSTEME BE COMPTABILITE NATIONALE 


Au Canada, les comptes nationaux on fait l’objet depuis 
la fin de la Seconde Guerre mondiale de toute une série de pu- 
blications portant sur leurs éléments constitutifs. Ils ont connu 
une telle évolution qu’on peut maintenant les qualifier de ‘‘Sys- 
teme de comptabilité nationale’.

L’établissement sert d’unité de base de la production indus- 
trielle tant dans les tableaux ‘input-output’ que dans les indices 
du produit intérieur réel. Les comptes de flux financiers (publi- 
cations dont les numéros de catalogue commencent par 13) mesu- 
rent les opérations financiéres. Les catégories de préteurs et 
d’instruments financiers forment les éléments de base de ces 
statistiques et la personne morale est le point de départ du 
classement des agents économiques. En Outre, le systéme a été 
congu de fagon @ pouvoir incorporer les comptes de bilans (qui 
prennent pourobjet le patrimoine) lorsque les données s’y rappor- 
tant seront suffisamment développées. 


Le systeme de comptabilité nationale constitue un ensemble 
conceptuellement intégré dans lequel les diverses catégories 
de comptes peuvent é@tre considérées comme des sous-systémes 
étroitement liés entre eux. Au stade actuel de développement, 
on ne peut faire de comparaison directe entre les éléments basés 
surl’établissement et ceux qui sont basés sur l’entité légale que 
lorsque les données sont groupées dans des catégories tres 
générales. Toutefois, Statistique Canada poursuit ses re- 
cherches sur les relations entre l’entreprise, la société et l’éta- 
blissement, Il sera peut-étre possible un jour de reclasser les 
données fondées, par exemple, sur l’établissement de maniére 
a les faire correspondre aux données établies d’aprés la société 
ou l’entreprise.

Second Quarter 1974 
SUMMARY 


Financial developments in the second quarter of 
1974, were characterized by a continued heavy empha- 
sis on short-term forms of financing and a rapid rise in 
interest rates, particularly short-term rates. The total 
volume of credit raised by non-financial borrowers 
amounted to $7.6 billion, an increase of 14% over the 
flow recorded in the corresponding quarter of 1973. 
Measured against general economic activity total bor- 
rowing was marginally in excess of 22% of GNP (see 
Chart 1). 


On a net basis the major borrowing sectors were 
private and public non-financial corporations with net 
borrowing of these two sectors combined amounting to 
$3.7 billion in the first half of 1974 a 56% increase 
over the flow in the first half of 1973. The government 
sectors (excluding government enterprises)! made rela- 
tively minor demands on the capital market, and the 
government sector taken as a whole (Sectors X, XI, and 
XII) was in a surplus position over the quarter. 


The emphasis on short-term forms of financing 
which clearly emerged in 1973, was also a dominant 
feature of the first half of this year (see Statement 1). 
In the first quarter of the year commercial paper was a 
particularly important short-term credit instrument, 
however, its importance diminished in the second 
quarter and there was a decline in the amount of 
commercial paper outstanding. Approximately 28% of 
final borrowing in the second quarter was in the form 
of bank loans. Other areas of major borrowing activity 
were the mortgage market which accounted for 30% of 
final borrowing, and the consumer credit market which 
accounted for 16%, (see Statement 2). The equity 
market continued to be depressed and stock issues 
were not a major source of funds for the non-financial 
corporate sector, (see Table 3-40, Stocks). 


Other prominent features of financial activity in 
the second quarter were a rapid run-off of Canada 
Savings Bonds and an interest rate induced profit 
Squeeze at a number of the near-banks. While near- 
banking generally experienced large deposit inflows in 
the second quarter, some institutions sustained difficul- 
ties as the interest differential between the average rate 
on their investments and the average rate on their 
liabilities narrowed during the quarter. 


Interest rates, which rose dramatically in 1973, 
rose hesitantly in the first quarter and then advanced 
sharply to record levels in the second quarter (see 
Chart 3). The rise in interest rates was broadly based

Deuxiéme trimestre 1974 
RESUME 


Les développements financiers ont été caractérisés 
au deuxiéme trimestre de 1974 par une pression continue 
sur les moyens de financement a court terme, et par une 
hausse rapide des taux d’intérét, surtout des taux a court 
terme. Le volume total d’emprunts des secteurs non 
financiers s’est élevé 4 $7.6 milliards, soit 14% de plus 
que le flux enregistré au cours du méme trimestre en

and most credit instruments were affected. In the face 
of increased financial uncertainty investors tended to 
be more selective and yield differentials attributable to 
risk widened during the quarter. This phenomenon 
appeared to be widespread and was experienced in the 
United States as well as Canada. The rise was most 
marked at the short end of the credit market with the 
commercial paper rate increasing by approximately 
250 basis points to 11.70% by the end of the quarter. 
The rise in long-term rates while less marked than at 
the short end of the market, was non-the-less sub- 
stantial and long-term rates rose by approximately 120 
basis points over the quarter. The yield curve remained 
strongly twisted with short-term rates of interest 
exceeding many long-term rates (see Chart 3).

While the pattern of interest rate developments 
in Canada was in many ways similar to that ex- 
perienced in the United States, there were some 
noticeable differences. The rise in long-term rates was 
not nearly so marked in the United States as in Canada, 
and the rise in short-term rates in the United States 
appeared to be confined to private securities, the 
commercial paper rate, for example, rose by 253 basis 
points, while the rate on US. Treasury Bills declined 
somewhat. 


The pattern of short-term interest differentials 
between Canada and the United States and the forward 
premium on the Canadian dollar encouraged an inflow 
of short-term capital which, on balance, amounted to 
$450 million in the second quarter.

Bien que la tendance des développements des taux 
d’intéréts au Canada fut dans l’ensemble comparable a 
celle des Etats-Unis, il y a eu quelques différences. La 
hausse des taux a long terme ne fut pas si marquée aux 
Etats-Unis qu’au Canada alors que les taux des émissions a 
long terme se sont élevés de 0.70 % a 0.90 %.

Cette tendance des différences entre les taux d’inté- 
rét au Canada et aux Etats-Unis et la prime résultant du 
taux de change a terme du dollar canadien ont encouragé 
Yentrée de capital 4 court terme lequel, au total, sest 
élevé 4 $450 millions au deuxiéme trimestre. 


Bank Rate, which was 7.25% at the beginning of 
the quarter was adjusted upwards by the monetary 
authorities on two occasions and the quarter closed 
with Bank Rate at 8.75%. The monetary authorities 
also raised the Winnipeg rate2 from 8.50% to D757, 10 
two stages, during the quarter. There was a slight 
further decline in the liquid asset ratios of the 
chartered banks, (see Chart 5). 


The monetary aggregates, which are difficult to 
interpret in isolation from other credit market develop- 
ments, presented rather a mixed picture in the second 
quarter, (see Chart 2). The money supply, narrowly 
defined (M1), grew at an accelerated rate whether an 
end-of-month or a quarterly average basis of measure- 
ment is used. The money supply broadly defined (M2), 
however grew at a reduced rate during the second 
quarter in comparison with the first quarter. A 
principal factor in the slower growth of (M2) was a run 
down in non-personal term and_ notice deposits. 
Personal saving deposits, on the other hand, grew at an 
increased rate in the second quarter. By way of 
contrast, in the U.S. banking system, the second 
quarter saw a rapid build up of certificates of deposits 
and a reduced rate of expansion of time and savings 
deposits.

L’offre de monnaie au sens étroit, (M1), a augmenté a un 
taux accéléré, que le taux soit calculé d’aprés la moyenne 
trimestrielle ou d’aprés les fins du mois. Cependant, l’offre 
de monnaie au sens large (M2) a augmenté a un taux 
réduit au cours du deuxiéme trimestre par rapport au 
premier trimestre. Le principal facteur de cette croissance 
moins rapide de (M2) fut la baisse des dépots a terme ou a 
préavis non personnels. D’autre part, les dépots d’épargne 
personnelle se sont accrus a un taux accéléré au deuxiéme 
trimestre. Au contraire, le systéme bancaire américain a 
connu au cours du deuxiéme trimestre une augmentation 
rapide des certificats de dépots et un taux réduit 
d’augmentation des dépéts a terme et d’épargne.

the year progressed into the second quarter conditions 
in the short-term paper market changed and the stock 
of short-term paper outstanding fell (see Table 3-28, 
Finance Company and Other Short-term Paper). 


The decline in the short-term paper market in the 
second quarter reflects a blend of supply and demand 
elements. On the demand side, with the rapid upward 
rise in interest rates which occurred in the short-term 
paper market in the second quarter, borrowers found 
short-term paper a relatively less attractive source of 
funds. Both provincial and local governments retired 
part of their outstanding debt in the form of treasury 
bills. On the supply side, confronted with an increase 
in financial uncertainty, suppliers of funds became 
increasingly reluctant to hold short-term paper, par- 
ticularly paper issued by non-prime issuers. As a result 
some issuers experienced difficulty in rolling over their 
paper and the stock of outstanding short-term paper 
declined. The heightened risk aversion on the part of 
lenders is reflected in the fact that while the stock of 
finance and commercial paper fell in the second 
quarter, there was a net increase in the stock of 
bankers acceptances outstanding. From the point of 
view of lenders, bankers acceptances are a less risky 
instrument than some other types of commercial paper. 


Bonds and Equities 


Referring to Table 3-30 “Bonds” it can be seen 
that the volume of credit raised in the bond market 
picked up somewhat in the second quarter in com- 
parison with the first quarter of the year. Total net 
new funds raised in this market amounted to $1.2 
billion in the second quarter, which is almost identical 
to the flow recorded in the same quarter of last year. 


The major issuers were public and private non- 
financial corporations and provincial and local govern- 
ments. The negative entry in Table 3-30 for the federal 
government Sector (X) is largely a reflection of the 
large runoff of Canada Savings Bonds which occurred 
in the second quarter. Life insurance companies and 
pension funds (Sector VII) were the major private 
domestic financial institutions which added bonds to 
their portfolios. The deposit accepting institutions, on 
balance, reduced their holdings of bonds. While the rest 
of the world Sector (XIII) increased their holdings of 
Canadian bonds they did not add Canadian bonds to 
their portfolios at the same pace as in the first quarter 
of the year. The increase in the bond holding of the 
rest of the world sector was concentrated in provincial 
bonds.

Despite the pickup of activity in the bond 
market, bond prices fell during the quarter and some 
issuers cancelled or postponed issues. In the face of 
price level and interest rate uncertainties, bonds with a 
shorter-term to maturity have tended to find a more 
receptive market than standard long-term issues. In 
order to overcome the reluctance of lenders to acquire 
long-term fixed interest securities, there has been some 
experimentation with variable rate issues in North 
American capital markets in recent months. The first 
Canadian issue of this type occurred in the third 
quarter of this year. 


Equity markets continued to be depressed and 
were not a major source of funds for corporate 
borrowers in the second quarter of the year. 


Loans 


As the second quarter progressed Canada’s 
capital markets, particularly the short-term market, 
began to reflect an increasing amount of resistance on 
the part of investors. Finding funds restricted in supply 
or available on terms which became increasingly 
unattractive, borrowers turned to loans as a means of 
fulfilling their requirements for external financing. 


Bank loans, in particular, were a prominent form 
of financing in the second quarter (see Table 3-25, 
Bank Loans) and bank loans increased at an accelerated 
pace in the second quarter in comparison with the rate 
of expansion in the first quarter. A large portion (58%) 
of the increase in bank lending was directed to the 
private non-financial corporate Sector (III). 


Other loans (see Table 3-26, Other Loans) were 
down substantially in the second quarter from the flow 
recorded in the first quarter of this year and from the 
flow recorded in the second quarter of 1973. A 
relatively large decrease in the lending activity of 
investment dealers (Sector VIII.1, Investment Dealers, 
Table 2-25) accounted for much of the fluctuation in 
other loans in the second quarter of 1974. 


Mortgages 


The flow of funds to non-financial borrowers 
through the mortgage market amounted to $2.3 billion 
in the quarter under review, a 28% increase over the 
flow in the second quarter of 1973 (see Statement 1, 
Credit Market Activity). The principal suppliers of 
mortgage financing are the deposit accepting financial 
institutions (see Table 3-29, Mortgages). Banks and 
near-banks accounted for close to 75% of the flow of 
funds into this market in the second quarter of 1974, 
while private contractual saving institutions accounted 
for close to 12% of the flow.

Les marchés des actions ont a nouveau été dépressifs 
et n’ont par constitué une source majeure de fonds pour 
les entreprises au deuxiéme trimestre de l’année. 


Les préts 


Au cours du deuxiéme trimestre, une résistance 
croissante de la part des investisseurs est apparue sur les 
marchés du capital au Canada, en particulier le marché A 
court terme. Comme Iloffre de fonds était limitée ou 
disponible selon des échéances devenues de plus en plus 
inacceptables, les emprunteurs ont recouru aux préts pour 
rencontrer leurs besoins de financement externe. 


Les préts bancaires en particulier ont été une forme 
importante de financement au deuxiéme trimestre (voir le 
tableau 3-25, Préts bancaires) augmentant a un rythme 
accéléré au cours de cette période par rapport aux taux 
d’expansion au premier trimestre. Une grande partie 
(58%) de cet accroissement de préts bancaires fut 
consentie au secteur (III) des entreprises privées non 
financiéres. 


Les autres préts (voir le tableau 3-26, Autres préts) 
ont baissé substantiellement au deuxiéme trimestre par 
rapport au flux du premier trimestre de l’année et au flux 
du deuxiéme trimestre de 1973. Une baisse relativement 
importante du volume de préts des courtiers en valeurs 
mobiliéres (secteur VIII.1, Courtiers en valeurs mobiliéres, 
tableau 2-25) a été la principale cause de cette fluctuation 
des autres préts au deuxiéme trimestre de 1974. 


Les hypothéques 


Le flux de capital sur le marché des hypothéques en 
direction des emprunteurs non financiers s’est élevé 4 $2.3 
milliards au cours de ce trimestre, soit une augmentation 
de 20% par rapport au flux du deuxiéme trimestre de 
1973 (voir Pétat 1, le marché du crédit). Les principaux 
fournisseurs de préts hypothécaires sont les institutions 
financiéres de dép6t (voir le tableau 3-29, Hypothéques). 
Les banques et quasi banques ont fourni prés de 75 % du 
flux de fonds sur ce marché au deuxiéme trimestre de 
1974, tandis que les institutions d’épargne contractuelle 
privée ont contribué a 12 % de ce flux. 


The mortgage market became increasingly tight 
over the quarter, and the rates on conventional 
mortgages rose from slightly over 10% at the outset of 
the quarter to 11.37% by quarter’s end and continued 
to rise into the third quarter. The non-interest rate 
terms applied by lenders on mortgage loans became 
increasingly restrictive as the quarter developed. 


There was a moderation in construction activity 
in the second quarter. While expenditures on resi- 
dential construction increased at an annual rate of 
close to 38% in nominal terms (using seasonally 
adjusted data), the increase in constant dollar terms 
was at an annual rate of 3%. Part of the slowdown in 
construction activity can be attributed to strikes in the 
construction industry. There was a sharp drop off in 
housing starts and in mortgage approvals and some 
sluggishness in the used housing market in the second 
quarter. These developments suggest that there may be 
a tapering off of mortgage flows in subsequent 
quarters. 


The federal government has recently attempted 
to increase the flow of funds into the mortgage market 
and to increase the liquidity of mortgages through the 
Residential Mortgage Financing Act of December 
1973. This act provides for the establishment of a new 
financial intermediary the Mortgage Investment Corpo- 
rations (MIC’s) which would be similar in some 
respects to the Real Estate Investment Trusts. This 
legislation also provides for the establishment of a 
federal mortgage exchange which would buy and sell 
outstanding mortgages. A principal purpose of this 
institution would be to establish a secondary mortgage 
market and thereby improve the liquidity of mortgages 
as a financial asset. The exchange is not in operation at 
this time. 


Consumer Credit 


Spending on consumer durables amounted to 
$5.9 billion in the first half of 1974, compared to $5.1 
billion in the first half of last year. The increased flow 
of spending on consumer durables was reflected in the 
financial system by an increase in the amount of 
consumer credit outstanding to a level of approxi- 
mately $19 billion by mid-year. Table 3-22 “Consumer 
Credit” suggests that the consumer credit liabilities of 
the household sector rose by $1.5 billion in the first 
half of 1974, a flow which is only marginally higher 
than that recorded in the first half of 1973. The 
chartered banks continued to play an increasingly 
important role in the market for consumer credit, and 
accounted for approximately three quarters of the flow 
of consumer credit in the first half of 1974. Other 
important suppliers of consumer credit in the first half 
were sales finance and consumer loan companies and 
caisses populaires and credit unions. Policy loans of life

Il y a eu un ralentissement de la construction au 
deuxiéme trimestre. Alors que les dépenses en construc- 
tion résidentielle ont augmenté a un taux annuel de pres 
de 38% en termes nominaux (référant aux données 
désaisonnalisées), l’augmentation en termes de dollars 
constants a été d’un taux annuel de 3 %. Une partie de la 
baisse d’activité peut étre attribué aux gréves dans 
industrie de la construction. Au deuxiéme trimestre, il y 
a eu une forte baisse des mises en chantier et des 
autorisations de préts hypothécaires, et un certain ralen- 
tissement sur le marché concernant les logements exis- 
tants, ce qui laisse prévoir une diminution des flux 
d’hypothéques dans les prochains trimestres. 


L’administration publique fédérale a récemment 
tenté d’augmenter le flux de fonds vers le marche des 
hypothéques et d’améliorer la liquidité des hypothéques 
par des amendements a la Loi sur le financement 
hypothécaire grevant des propriétes résidentielles en 1973. 
Cette loi prévoit I’établissement de nouveaux interme- 
diaires financiers semblables sous plusieurs aspects aux 
Sociétés de fiducie de placements hypothécaires, soit les 
Sociétés de placements hypothécaires (S.P.H.). Cette loi 
prévoit également Pétablissement d’une “‘Bourse fédérale 
d’hypothéque” qui achéterait et vendrait les hypotheques 
en circulation. Le but principal de cette institution serait 
d’établir un marché secondaire d’hypothéques ce qui, par 
conséquent, améliorerait la liquidité des hypothéques 
comme actif financier. Cette “Bourse” nest pas en 
opération présentement. 


Crédit 4 la consommation 


Les dépenses de consommation en biens durables ont 
atteint $5.9 milliards au premier semestre de 1974, par 
rapport 4 $5.1 milliards au cours de la premiére moitié de 
Pannée derniére. Ce flux accru des dépenses en biens 
durables s’est refleté sur le systéme financier par une 
augmentation de l’encours du crédit 4 la consommation 
qui a atteint environ $19 milliards au milieu de l'année. Le 
tableau 3-22 “Crédit a la consommation” nous indique 
que les exigibilités des particuliers sous forme de crédit a 
la consommation ont augmenté de $1.5 milliard pendant la 
premiere moitié de 1974, un flux légérement supérieur a 
celui enregistré au premier semestre de 1973. Les banques 
4 charte ont continué 4 jouer un rdle de plus en plus 
important sur le marché du crédit 4 la consommation, et 
ont fourni environ les trois quarts du flux de crédit a la 
consommation au premier semestre de 1974. Les autres 
principaux préteurs de crédit 4 la consommation au 
premier semestre ont été les sociétés de financement des 


insurance companies accounted for a larger share of the 
increase in consumer credit in the first half of 1974 
(particularly the second quarter) than has been true in 
recent years. 


SECTOR REVIEW 


The Monetary Authorities 


During the second quarter the Bank of Canada 
(see Table 2-8, Sector V.1, Bank of Canada) provided 
for an expansion in the reserve base of the banking 
system by acquiring Government of Canada securities 
and foreign exchange. Holdings of Government of 
Canada bonds increased by $246 million while holdings 
of Federal Treasury Bills declined by $109 million. The 
Bank of Canada also engaged in foreign exchange swap 
transactions with the Exchange Fund Account (Sector 
V.2) and the Bank of Canada’s holdings of foreign 
exchange (category 2211) rose by $260 million during 
the quarter. There was a substantial rise ($507 million) 
in the currency and deposit liabilities of the Central 
Bank during the quarter. 


Financial flows in the second quarter were also 
influenced by changes in the interest rate instruments 
of monetary policy over which the Bank can exercise 
direct control (Bank Rate and the Winnipeg Agreement 
Rate). These rates, which were not altered in the first 
quarter, were raised on two occasions during the 
second quarter. Alterations in the Winnipeg Rate, have 
an impact on the flow of credit through the banking 
system relative to near banks and the commercial paper 
market, and limit the banks ability to compete for 
large Canadian dollar term (under one year) deposits. 


The Chartered Banks 


Approximately 40% of the flow of credit from 
final lenders to final borrowers was intermediated by 
the banking system in the quarter under review. The 
demand for bank loans3 moderated somewhat in the 
first quarter of the year and with short-term paper 
rates below bank lending rates there was some substitu- 
tion of borrowing in the short-term money market for 
bank borrowing. In the second quarter, however, a 
deterioration in the commercial paper market and a 


3 The bank loan series published in the Financial Flow 
Accounts differs in certain respects from the series published in 
the Bank of Canada Review (monthly series).

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ventes et de préts a la consommation, les caisses popu- 
laires et les caisses d’épargne et de crédit. Les préts sur 
polices consentis par les sociétés d’assurance-vie ont cons- 
titué une plus grande partie de l’augmentation du crédit 4 
la consommation au premier semestre de 1974 (particulié- 
rement au deuxiéme trimestre) qu’au cours des derniéres 
années. 


REVUE DES SECTEURS 


Les autorités monétaires 


Au cours du deuxiéme trimestre, la Banque du 
Canada (voir le tableau 2-8, secteur V.1, Banque du 
Canada) a permis, grace 4 l’acquisition de titres du 
Gouvernement du Canada et de devises, une expansion des 
réserves de base du systéme bancaire. Les avoirs d’obliga- 
tions fédérales ont augmenté de $246 millions alors que 
les avoirs de bons du trésor fédéraux ont cependant baissé 
de $109 millions. La Banque du Canada s’est également 
engage dans les transactions de change Swaps avec le 
Fonds des changes (secteur V.2) et les avoirs en devises de 
la Banque du Canada (catégorie 2211) ont augmenté de 
$260 millions au cours du trimestre. I] y a eu une hausse 
substantielle ($507 millions) du passif a titre d’argent 
liquide et de dépéts de la banque centrale au cours du 
trimestre. 


Les flux financiers ont également été influencés au 
deuxiéme trimestre par les taux d’intérét qui servent 
d'outils 4 la politique monétaire et que la Banque peut 
controler directement (taux d’escompte et le taux de 
Paccord de Winnipeg). Ces taux, qui sont demeurés 
inchangés au premier trimestre, furent relevés 4 deux 
reprises durant le deuxiéme trimestre. Le changement du 
taux de Winnipeg, lequel s’applique aux gros dépots a 
terme ou a préavis dans les banques a charte canadiennes, 
a un impact sur le flux du crédit dans le systéme bancaire 
par rapport aux quasi banques et le marché du papier a 
court terme. 


Les banques a charte 


Environ 40 % du flux du crédit entre préteurs et 
empreéteurs, au stade final, a été canalisé par le systéme 
bancaire au cours du deuxiéme trimestre. La demande de 
préts bancaires3 a quelque peu ralenti au premier trimes- 
tre alors que les taux du papier 4 court terme se situaient 
au-dessous des taux de préts bancaires, et il y eu une 
certaine substitution sur le marché monétaire aux dépens 
des emprunts bancaires. Cependant, au deuxiéme trimes- 
tre, la détérioration du marché du papier 4 court terme et

rapid rise in short-term paper rates made bank loans a 
relatively more attractive form of financing. Turning to 
the financial flows matrix for the first quarter (Table 
1-2, category 3331) it can be seen that the principal 
sources of demand for bank loans were public and 
private non-financial corporations and unincorporated 
businesses. With relatively heavy demand pressure on 
bank loans, and the rapid rise in market rates of 
interest generally, the average rate on new demand 
loans rose by 145 basis points to 11.32% from 9.87%. 


The share of the banks in the market for 
consumer credit continued to increase. In the second 
quarter the banks increased their portfolio of ordinary 
personal joans by $770 million, which is approximately 
65% of the total change in consumer credit outstanding 
during the quarter. The banks also directed $453 
million into the residential mortgage market, which 
represents a 48% increase Over the flow recorded in the 
same quarter of last year. There was a net decrease of 
$139 million in the banks bond portfolio in the 
quarter. 


A substantial part of the asset growth of the 
chartered banks was supported by a large foreign 
currency deposit inflow of $1.7 billion, (see Table 
2-12, Chartered Banks, category 33 13), approximately 
$14 billion of which was in the form of swap 
deposits.4 Over the first half of the year foreign 
currency deposits of Canadian residents at domestic 
branches of Canadian chartered banks have increased 
by 100% to a level of $6 billion. The diversion of funds 
into foreign currency deposits and particularly swap 
deposits may be partly a consequence of the Winnipeg 
Agreement Rate which did not quite keep pace with 
some other short-term rates. The increase in Canadian 
dollar deposits was concentrated in personal saving 
deposits, particularly fixed term deposits while there 
was a decrease in the amount of non-personal term and 
notice deposits in the quarter. 


Other Lending Institutions 


Deposits at near-banks$ increased by $1.2 billion 
in the second quarter of 1974, down from a $1.4 
billion increase in the first quarter (see Table 3-19, 
Deposits in Other Institutions). While there was a 
decline in the deposit inflow in the second quarter 
compared to the inflow in the first quarter, the 


4 Swapped deposits are foreign currency term deposit 
liabilities for which a bank has simultaneously entered into a 
forward contract to convert back into canadian dollar deposits.

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la hausse rapide des taux 4 court terme ont fait des préts 
bancaires un moyen de financement plus attrayant. 
Référant a la matrice des flux financiers du premier 
trimestre (tableau 1-2, catégorie 2331), on peut voir que 
les principaux agents de la demande de préts ont été les 
entreprises non financiéres privées et publiques et les 
entreprises non constitu¢es en sociétés. Face a une 
demande relativement forte pour les préts bancaires et a la 
hausse rapide et générale des taux d’interet du marché, le 
taux moyen exigé pour les nouveaux prets a augmenté de 
1.45 %, passant de 9.87 % a 11.32 %. 


La part des banques a charte sur le marché du crédit 
4 la consommation a continué 4 s’accroitre. Les banques 
ont accru leur actif a titre de préts personnels de $770 
millions, ce qui représente environ 65 % de VPaugmentation 
du crédit 4 la consommation au cours du trimestre. Les 
banques ont également investi $453 millions dans le 
marché des préts hypothécaires 4 Vhabitation, ce qui 
représente un accroissement de 48 % par rapport au flux 
enregistré au trimestre correspondant de l’an dernier. Il y 
a eu une baisse de $139 millions des avoirs d’obligations 
pendant le trimestre. 


Une grande partie de l’augmentation de lactif des 
banques a charte a été financée par une forte entrée de 
$1.7 milliard de dépdts en devises étrangéres (voir le 
tableau 2-12, Banques a charte, catégorie 3313), dont 
approximativement $1.4 milliard sous forme de dépots- 
swaps4. Au cours de la premiere moitié de l’année, les 
dépots en devises étrangéres des canadiens dans les 
succursales intérieures des banques a charte ont augmenteé 
de 100% pour atteindre $6 milliards. La conversion de 
fonds en dépdts en devises étrangeres et particuliérement 
sous forme de dépdts-swaps dépend partiellement du taux 
de Winnipeg qui n’a pas su garder le pas avec les autres 
taux.

increase was never-the-less substantial by historical 
standards. The increase in deposits at near-banks 
appears to have been partly a consequence of house- 
holds substituting term deposits for Canada Savings 
Bonds in their portfolios. The funds acquired by 
near-banks are largely rerouted into the mortgage 
market, and mortgages accounted for close to 85% of 
the increase of financial assets at these institutions. 


In recent quarters near-banks in Canada have not 
experienced the disintermediation problems faced by 
their counterpart institutions in the United States to 
the same degree. However, there have been a number 
of difficulties. Because the average term to maturity of 
their financial assets is typically greater than the 
average term to maturity of their liabilities, interest 
costs have tended to rise faster than interest revenues 
with the rapid escalation in interest rates that occurred 
in the first half of the year. With the consequent 
squeeze on profits at least one trust company has 
omitted its quarterly dividend recently. The growth of 
some trust companies has been limited by the legal 
requirement that borrowed funds not be greater than 
20 times their invested capital. In the second quarter of 
1974, the net increase in financial assets at Trust 
Companies was down by 43% from the flow recorded 
in the previous quarter, however, it should be pointed 
out that the deposit inflow at trust companies in the 
first quarter was unusually large and was associated 
with the increase in the ceiling for contributions to 
Registered Retirement Savings Plans (RRSP’s) in 1973 
and the active competition for these funds by the trust 
companies in the first quarter of this year. Credit 
unions (Sector VI.2.2, Table 2-15) in some provinces 
faced an interest rate ceiling of 12% on loans and 
potential disintermediation problems. In Ontario the 
maximum interest rate on credit union loans has been 
recently adjusted from 12% to 15% as a result of 
certain problems faced by some credit unions. 


With the decline in the short-term paper market 
which occurred in the second quarter sales finance and 
consumer loan companies (Sector VI.2.5, Table 2-18) 
turned to bank loans and advances from parent and or 
associated enterprises as principal sources of funds. The 
additional funds obtained by these institutions were 
primarily used to grant consumer credit and other 
loans. 


Non-financial Private Corporations 


A summary of credit market activity by non- 
financial private corporations appears in Statement 2. 
In constructing Statement 2, it is assumed that there is 
a relatively close relationship between term to maturity 
and type of instrument. This, of course, need not be 
true, and in recent times there has been a tendency for 
certain instruments (example deposits and bank loans) 
to be rather heterogeneous with respect to term. 
Despite this lack of precision, the table is indicative of 
certain broad trends in corporate financial behaviour.

Sociétés privées non financiéres

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The principal features of non-financial private 
corporate borrowing activity in the second quarter 
were an increased reliance on bank financing and trade 
payables and the decline of the short-term paper 
market as a principal source of funds. No additional 
new funds were acquired in the short-term paper 
market in the second quarter, a number of firms 
experienced difficulty rolling over their existing short- 
term paper and the amount of corporate short-term 
paper outstanding fell. There was some buyer resist- 
ance to long-term bond issues, and a number of issues 
were withdrawn in the first half of 1974. The sector 
recorded a large increase in short-term financial assets 
which was concentrated in trade receivables, (Table 
2-2, category 2322), and included approximately $70 
million in federal government treasury bills. 


The Government Sectors 


The government Sectors (X, XI, XII) considered 
as a whole, continued to maintain a net lending 
position.6 The federal government (Sector X), which 
was a net borrower in the first quarter, returned to a 
net lending position in the second quarter. A major 
factor in the federal government’s financing require- 
ments was a rapid runoff of Canada Saving’s Bonds, 
which was partly induced by the escalation of interest 
rates on competing savings instruments.7 The stock of 
Canada Saving’s Bonds in the hands of the public 
declined by 7% or $696 million in the second quarter. 
In order to stem the flow of CSB redemptions, early in 
May the federal government announced a cash bonus 
to holders of CSB’s.8 The run-off picked up steam in 
May, however, and continued into June. 


Net lending or borrowing (category 1900) by the 
provincial government sector (see Table 3-34) tends to 
exhibit a seasonal pattern with a surplus in the first 
quarter followed by deficits in subsequent quarters. 
Net borrowing by this sector amounted to $147 


6 In order to preserve consistency with the capital 
finance accounts of the National Income and Expenditure 
Accounts government enterprises are not consolidated with the 
accounts of the corresponding level of government.

Les secteurs des administrations publiques 


Les secteurs des administrations publiques (X, XI et 
XII) dans l'ensemble se sont maintenus dans une situation 
nette de préteurs®.

La 
principale cause des besoins en financement de l’adminis- 
tration fédérale a été lencaissement rapide d’obligations 
d’épargne du Canada dt surtout a la montée des taux 
dintérét des instruments d’épargne concurrents7.

Afin d’éviter l'encaissement d’obliga- 
tions d’épargne, le Gouvernement du Canada a annoncé 
tot en mai le paiement d’une prime aux détenteurs 
d’obligations d’épargne du Canada’. Cependant, l’encais- 
sement qui a commencé en mai a continué en juin. 


Le prét ou lemprunt net (catégorie 1900) du 
secteur des administrations publiques provinciales (voir le 
tableau 3-34) semble montrer un comportement saison- 
nier caractérisé par un surplus au premier trimestre suivi 
de déficits dans les autres trimestres. L’emprunt net de ce

million in the second quarter compared to $314 million 
in the same quarter one year ago. The cash require- 
ments of the provincial governments were increased by 
advances to provincial enterprises and acquisitions of 
local government securities. The importance of pro- 
vincial government treasury bills as a source of funds 
continued to fall, and with redemptions exceeding new 
issues the stock outstanding fell by over $80 million.9 
Cash requirements of the sector were primarily met by 
a reduction in cash balances and sales of bonds, the 
bulk of which were acquired by the Social Security 
Funds and the Rest of the World sector. 


Local government financing requirements were 
met almost entirely by bond sales. In contrast to the 
first quarter when treasury bills were an important 
source of funds, the stock of municipal treasury bills 
outstanding fell in the second quarter. 


The Rest of the World 


In the second quarter, non-resident net lending 
to Canada amounted to $344 million, down from $598 
million in the first quarter of the year. On merchandise 
trade account Canada recorded a surplus of $317 
million, which was outweighed by a $661 million 
deficit on non-merchandise trade account. Using 
seasonally adjusted figures, the real volumes of exports 
and imports of goods and services declined by 3.7% 
and 1.6% respectively over the quarter. The seasonally 
adjusted implicit price index for merchandise exports 
rose at an annual rate of 31%, while the corresponding 
index for imports rose at an annual rate of 27%. 


On a net basis (debits offset against credits) the 
rest of the world accumulated short-term ($450 
million) claims on Canada and incurred long-term 
liabilities ($85 million). This contrasts to the more 
commonly observed pattern of net capital movements 
in which the rest of the world lends to Canada in 
long-term forms and borrows in short-term forms. The 
net increase in financial claims (net capital movements 
excluding official reserves) of the rest of the world on 
Canada was $365 million in the second quarter, down 
$560 million from a net flow of $925 million in the 
first quarter. Canada’s official reserves were built up by 
$21 million (see categories 2210 and 3210, Table 1-2) 
as the rest of the world recorded an official settlement 
deficit of an equivalent amount with Canada over the 
quarter. 


A major factor behind the net long-term capital 
outflow from Canada to the rest of the world was a

Contrairement au premier trimestre alors 
que les bons du trésor ont constitué une importante 
source de fonds, l’encours des bons du trésor municipaux 
en circulation a baissé au deuxiéme trimestre, 


Le reste du monde 


Au deuxiéme trimestre, les préts nets des non- 
résidents au Canada se sont élevés 4 $344 millions, soit 
une baisse par rapport au chiffre de $598 millions 
enregistré au premier trimestre. La balance du commerce 
de marchandises du Canada s’est soldée par un surplus de 
$317 millions qui fut plus que contrebalancée par le 
deficit de $661 millions au compte des Opérations sur 
invisibles. D’aprés les données désaisonnalisées, les volu- 
mes reels des exportations et des importations de biens et 
de services ont baissé de 3.7 % et de 1.6 % respectivement 
au cours du trimestre. L’indice implicite désaisonnalisée 
des prix des marchandises exportées a augmenté a un taux 
annuel de 31% alors que Tl indice correspondant des 
importations s’est accru a un taux annuel de 27 %. 


Sur une base nette (débits moins crédits), le reste du 
monde a accumulé des avoirs financiers 4 court terme de 
$450 millions envers le Canada et a encouru une dette a 
long terme de $85 millions. Ceci fait contraste au 
comportement habituel des mouvements nets de capitaux 
selon lequel le reste du monde préte au Canada au moyen 
du long terme et emprunte au moyen du court terme. 
L’augmentation nette des avoirs financiers (mouvements 
nets de capitaux excluant les réserves officielles) du reste 
du monde envers le Canada fut de $365 millions au 
deuxiéme trimestre, soit une baisse de $560 millions par 
rapport au flux net de $925 millions du premier trimestre. 
Les réserves officielles du Canada ont augmenté de $21 
millions (voir les catégories 2210 et 3210, tableau 1-2) 
étant donné que le reste du monde a connu sur une base 
de réglements officiels un déficit d’un montant égal envers 
le Canada au cours du trimestre. 


Le principal facteur de la sortie nette de capital a 
long terme hors du Canada fut la diminution du rythme

sizeable contraction in the pace of investment in 
Canadian enterprises by principal non-resident share- 
holders.19 The net increase in financial claims of 
non-residents in this form as $42 million, and the flow 
of direct investment to Canada in the second quarter is 
the smallest on record.!! A number of special trans- 
actions such as change in ownership and financial 
restructuring played a central role in the unusual direct 
investment flow in the quarter under review. The 
change in direct financial liabilities (category 3512, 
Table 3-40) of non-residents in the second quarter was 
$160 million, up by $20 million from the flow of $140 
million in the previous quarter. By historical standards, 
however, this flow was relatively substantial. 


Table 1-2 (Financial Flows Matrix, Second 
Quarter 1974) suggests that non-residents played a 
notable role in the market for provincial bonds, but 
were not, on balance, an important factor in the 
markets for federal, municipal, or corporate bonds in 
the second quarter. Net acquisition of Canadian bonds 
by non-residents amounted to $290 million, of which 
$249 million was in the form of provincial bonds. 


Trading in Canadian equities, which was con- 
centrated in outstanding rather than new issues, led to 
a decline of $28 million in the holdings of non- 
residents, (Table 3-40, category 2520). Transactions in 
non-resident securities amounted to $35 million in the 
second quarter. 


Transactions in short-term financial claims be- 
tween Canada and the rest of the world continued to 
be dominated by changes in foreign currency deposits 
which have a tendency to be volatile. Liabilities of 
non-residents to Canadians in this form declined by 
$134 million in the current quarter compared to a 
decline of $464 million in the first quarter and an 
increase of over $1,600 million in the fourth quarter of 
last year (see category 3313, Table 340). Foreign 
currency deposit claims of non-residents on domestic 
branches of the Canadian chartered banks (category 
2313, Table 3-40) increased by over $3 billion for the 
year 1973, but declined by $261 million in the second 
quarter. 


Transactions in Canadian short-term paper, (cate- 
gory 2350), led to a net reduction in the holdings of 
non-residents of $30 million. Coupled with a short-

Le tableau 1-2 (matrice des flux financiers, 
deuxiéme trimestre 1974) nous révéle que les non- 
résidents ont joué un role notable sur le marché des 
obligations provinciales, mais n’ont pas été, dans l’ensem- 
ble, un facteur important sur les marchés des obligations 
fédérales, municipales et des obligations des sociétés au 
cours du deuxiéme trimestre. L’acquisition nette des 
obligations canadiennes par les non-résidents s’est élevée a 
$290 millions dont $249 millions sous forme d’obligations 
provinciales. 


Les transactions d’actions canadiennes, lesquelles 
ont consisté d’actions déja en circulation plutot que de 
nouvelles émissions, ont conduit a une baisse de $28 
millions des avoirs des non-résidents (tableau 3-40, caté- 
gorie 2520). Les transactions de titres des non-résidents se 
sont élevées 4 $35 millions au deuxiéme trimestre. 


Les transactions d’avoirs financiers 4 court terme 
entre le Canada et le reste du monde ont a nouveau été 
dominées par des variations des dépots en devises étran- 
géres lesquelles ont tendance a beaucoup fluctuer. Le 
passif des non-résidents sous cette forme a baissé de $134 
millions au cours du trimestre comparativement a une 
baisse de $464 millions au premier trimestre et a une 
augmentation de plus de $1.6 milliard au quatriéme 
trimestre de 1973 (voir le tableau 3-40, catégorie 3313). 
Les dépéts en devises étrangéres des non-résidents dans les 
succursales intérieures des banques a charte canadiennes 
(tableau 3-40, categorie 2313) ont augmenté de $3 
milliards en 1973, mais ont baissé de $261 millions au 
deuxiéme trimestre.

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term interest rate differential in favour of Canada and a 
substantial premium on the forward Canadian dollar 
this flow may appear somewhat peculiar. This singular 
situation can be explained by the deterioration in the 
short-term paper market which occurred in the second 
quarter, and a net reduction in the amounts out- 
standing. 


The monetary authorities played a moderating 
role in the foreign exchange market in the second 
quarter. Early in the quarter when there was upward 
pressure on the spot value of the Canadian dollar there 
was an accumulation of reserves. During May and June 
there was some downward pressure on the Canadian 
dollar and the authorities sold foreign exchange. Over 
the quarter as a whole there was a moderate accumula- 
tion of official reserves of $21 million, and the 
Canadian dollar in terms of the U.S. dollar was slightly 
higher than in the previous quarter. 


CHANGE IN PRESENTATION 
Persons: Sector I 
Unincorporated Business: Sector II 


Beginning with this issue of the Financial Flow 
Accounts (IIQ, 1974) the accounts of these two sectors 
will be consolidated. When the financial flow accounts 
were originally constructed, this split was made to 
preserve consistency with the National Income and 
Expenditure Accounts. Following the revised treat- 
ment of the National Income and Expenditure 
Accounts, the original rationale for maintaining the 
two accounts separately has disappeared. Since the 
split suggests that Statistics Canada is in possession of 
more information than is actually the case, and the 
split may mislead users, it was decided to consolidate 
the two accounts. It should be recognized, of course, 
that Sector I includes non-profit institutions as well as 
households, and that the figures for the categories are 
residually obtained. If and/or when, additional infor- 
mation becomes available, a split between the two 
sectors will be made available. 


Sales Finance and Consumer Loan Companies: 
Sector VI.2.5 


Sales finance and consumer loan companies 
differ from the other institutions in Sector VI.2, 
“Other Lending Institutions” in that short-term paper 
and not deposit liabilities is their principal source of 
funds. In addition, they are relatively unimportant 
mortgage lenders, with consumer credit and loans 
accounting for the bulk of their assets. In order to 
make Sector VI.2 more homogeneous it was decided to 
relocate this Sector (VI.2.5) in Sector VIII, “Other 
Private Financial Institutions’. The term “Other 
Lending Institutions” for Sector VI.2 will be dropped 
and the sector will be referred to as “Near Banks”. 
These changes will take effect beginning with the third 
quarter 1974 issue of the Financial Flow Accounts.

Les sociétés de financement des ventes et de préts a 
la consommation different des autres institutions du 
secteur VI.2, “Autres institutions de préts”, en ce sens 
que le papier a court terme plutot que le passif-dépot 
constitue la principale source de fonds. De plus, elles sont ~ 
relativement peu importantes comme préteurs de fonds 
hypothécaires, alors que le crédit a la consommation et les 
préts représentent la plus grande partie de leurs actifs. 
Afin de rendre plus homogéne le secteur VI.2, il a été 
décidé de reclassifier ce secteur (VI.2.5) dans le secteur 
VII, “Autres institutions financiéres privées’”’.

Other Private Financial Institutions 


Sector VIII.4 Other, Not Elsewhere Included 


Private financial institutions which cannot be 
readily classified to other sectors of the Financial Flow 
Accounts or which form a sufficiently small group so 
as not to constitute a sector in their own right are 
included in this sector. Consequently, the sector 
consists of a rather heterogeneous group of companies. 
At the present time the sector covers: holding com- 
panies, finance leasing companies, venture capital and 
business finance companies. Captive sales finance com- 
panies which formerly appeared in this sector have 
been reallocated to Sector VI.2.5, Sales Finance and 
Consumer Loan Companies. ! 


Coverage 


Coverage is not complete at the present tirne. 
The data reflects the flow of funds only for those 
companies which are actually surveyed. The sample 
figures are not adjusted to approximate a population. 


The sector excludes those companies engaged in 
leasing whose principal activity is in another area. 
These companies appear elsewhere in the financial flow 
accounts. Also excluded and appearing elsewhere are 
holding companies which submit consolidated returns 
to the Business Finance Division of Statistics Canada 
reflecting the activities of subsidiary and affiliated 
companies. 


Methods 


Quarterly flows for the categories are obtained 
by taking the change in book-value from balance sheet 
accounts. Some adjustments are made to the figures to 
take account of valuation adjustments, classification 
changes and differences. 


Sources 


Quarterly figures are supplied directly by the 
Business Finance Division of Statistics Canada, and are 
collected via a quarterly questionnaire survey. At the 
present time, Business Finance Division does not 
publish detailed financial statements for the companies 
covered by this sector.

1100 — Gross domestic saving: Includes cate- 
gories 1200 and 1400.

Les institutions financiéres privées qui ne peuvent 
etre classées d’office dans d’autres secteurs des comptes 
des flux financiers ou qui ne constituent pas un groupe 
suffisamment important pour former 4 lui seul un secteur 
sont regroupées sous cette rubrique.

Ce secteur ne comprend pas les sociétés Ss occupant 
de location, dont l’activité principale est dans un autre 
domaine. Elles figurent ailleurs dans les comptes des flux 
financiers. Sont également exclues et figurent ailleurs les 
sociétés de portefeuille qui présentent des déclarations 
consolidées a la Division des finances des entreprises de 
Statistique Canada, déclarations qui prennent en compte 
les activités de filiales ou de sociétés affiliées.

1800 — Net purchases of existing and intangible 
assets: Covers changes in existing real estate holding 
and other existing non-financial assets. 


1900 — Net lending or borrowing: Equals “Gross 
domestic saving” (1100) less “Non-financial capital 
acquisition” (1500). 


2000 — Net financial investments: This category 
is equal to the difference between categories ANIC 
increase in financial assets” (2100) and “Net increase 
in liabilities’ (3100). 


2100 — Net increase in financial assets: Equals 
the sum of flows recorded against categories 2310 to 
2610. 


2310 — Currency and deposits: Includes cate- 
gories 2311 to 2313. 


2311 — Currency and bank deposits: Covers cash 
on hand and Canadian dollar demand and term 
deposits in domestic branches of Canadian chartered 
banks. 


2312 — Deposits in other institutions: Includes 
Canadian dollar claims for demand and term deposits 
held in near banks (trust and mortgage loan companies, 
and credit unions, etc.) 


2313 — Foreign currency and deposits: Consists 
of foreign currency on hand, and foreign currency 
demand and term deposits in chartered banks and 
other resident and non-resident financial institutions.

Includes changes in holdings of direct and guaranteed 
provincial and municipal bills and notes, short-term 
sales finance company notes, other commercial paper 
and bankers’ acceptances. 


2410 — Mortgages: Includes mortgage loans on 
commercial, industrial and residential properties. Also 
covered are loans made under agreement of sale. 


2421 — Government of Canada bonds: C onsists 
of changes in holdings of bonds of, or guaranteed by, 
the federal government. 


2422 — Provincial government bonds: Records 
changes in holdings of bonds of, or guaranteed by, the 
provincial government. 


2423 — Municipal government bonds: Records 
changes in holdings of bonds issued, or guaranteed by 
the municipalities. 


2424 — Other Canadian bonds: Consists of 
changes in the holdings of long-term bonds, debentures 
and notes of corporations. 


2512 — Claims on associated enterprises — Cor- 
porate: Composed of investments in subsidiaries and 
other affiliated companies in this country and abroad. 
Also covered are investments in unincorporated partner- 
ships and joint ventures in this country. Investments in 
subsidiary and affiliated companies mainly take the 
form of shares, loans and advances. The data are from 
the returns of financial institutions which do not 
consolidate investments in subsidiary and affiliated 
companies. 


2520 — Stocks: Consists of preferred, common 
and mutual fund shares. 


2530 — Foreign investments: Records invest- 
ments in long-term bonds, debentures, notes and shares 
of institutions and corporations outside Canada.

TECHNICAL NOTES 


(a) The tables reflect a measure of conceptual 
inconsistency in the presentation of data due to 
divergence in data sources. In the non-financial private 
corporation sector certain specific amounts owing to 
foreign parents by Canadian subsidiaries are shown as 
“corporate claims”, while the rest of the world sector 
include these in the “other assets” category. In 
addition, trade transactions with foreign parents are 
shown gross in the non-financial business corporation 
sector, whereas, the rest of the world sector net these 
out. 


(b) Commencing with 1969 data for net pur- 
chases of existing assets for Sectors III and IV are 
obtained by direct estimation derived from a variety of 
sources. While these estimates are not comprehensive it 
is considered that the direct estimation procedure 
produces estimates superior to those formerly obtained 
when residual estimation techniques were employed. In 
general it has not been possible to compile direct 
estimates for the years 1962 to 1968. 


(c) There are two recent breaks in the series for 
Sector VI.2.5, Sales Finance and Consumer Loan 
Companies. Beginning in the first quarter 1972 the 
universe of this sector was broadened to include 
captive sales finance companies. Starting in the first 
quarter 1973 all unearned finance charges are written 
off against receivables. It is not possible to revise the 
Series backwards at the present time.

NOTES TECHNIQUES 


a) Les tableaux reflétent une certaine part d’incon- 
sistance conceptuelle dans la présentation des données, a 
cause de la divergence entre les données Suivant les 
différentes sources. Dans le secteur des sociétés privées 
non financiéres, certains engagements financiers des filia- 
les canadiennes envers les sociétés méres A P’étranger sont 
classifiés comme “créances sur des entreprises associées’”’, 
tandis que dans le secteur “reste du monde” ces engage- 
ments sont classifiés dans la catégorie “autres éléments de 
lactif’. De plus, le montant des transactions commer- 
ciales avec les sociétés méres a Pétranger est brut dans le 
secteur des sociétés privées, tandis que le montant de ces 
transactions est net dans le secteur “reste du monde”. 


b)A compter de 1969, on a obtenu des données 
sur les achats nets d’actifs existants pour les secteurs III et 
IV par une méthode d’estimation directe a partir d’une 
variété de sources. Bien que ces estimations ne soient pas 
exhaustives, on estime que la méthode directe donne des 
estimations de meilleures qualité que celles obtenues 
auparavant par l’emploi des techniques d’estimations rési- 
duelle. De fagon générale, il n’a pas été possible de réunir 
des estimations directes pour la période 1962-1968. 


c) Il y a deux points de discontinuité dans les séries 
récentes du secteur des Sociétés de financement des ventes 
et de préts 4 la consommation (VI.2.5).

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THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been developed 
Since the close of the Second World War in a Series of publi- 
cations relating to their constituent parts. These have now 
reached a stage of evolution where they can be termed a 
“System of National Accounts’. For purposes of identifica- 
tion, all publications (containing tables of Statistics, descrip- 
tions of conceptual frameworks, and descriptions of sources 
and methods) which make up this System will now carry the 
term “‘System of National Accounts” as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada consists of 
several parts. The annual and quarterly Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying the 
prefix 13) were, historically speaking, the first set of statis- 
tics to be referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts” 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The Balance 
of International Payments data, (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
67), in their more summary form, are also part of the System 
of National Accounts and they, in fact, pre-date the Income 
and Expenditure Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries and on 
goods and services is portrayed in the Input-Output Tables 
of the System (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 15). The indexes 
of Real Domestic Product by Industry (included with Cata- 
gue Nos. carrying the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’? 
measures of the contribution of each industry to gross domes- 
tic product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related in 
Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of Real Domes- 
tic Product by Industry use the establishment as the primary 
unit of industrial production. Measures of financial trans- 
actions are provided by the Financial Flow Accounts (Cata- 
logue Nos. with prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial 
instruments are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of transactors. 
Also, provision is made in the System for incorporation of 
balance sheet (wealth) estimates when such data are suffi- 
ciently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an overall 
conceptually integrated framework in which the various parts 
can be considered as interrelated sub-systems. At present, 
direct comparisons amongst those parts which use the estab- 
lishment as the basic unit and those which use the legal 
entity can be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, Statistics Canada is continuing research 
on enterprise-company-establishment telationships; it may 
eventually be feasible to reclassify the data which are on 
one basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond to the 
units employed on another (the company or the enterprise 
basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of National 
Accounts bears a close relationship to the international 
Standard as described in the United Nations publication, ‘‘A 
System of National Accounts’’ (Studies in Methods, Series F, 
No. 2, Rev. 3, Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 


LE SYSTEME BE COMPTABILITE NATIONALE 


Au Canada, les comptes nationaux on fait objet depuis 
la fin de la Seconde Guerre mondiale de toute une série de pu- 
blications portant sur leurs éléments constitutifs. Ils ont connu 
une telle €volution qu’on peut maintenant les qualifier de ‘‘Sys- 
teme de comptabilité nationale’’, Aux fins d’identification, 
toutes les publications qui font partie du systeme (elles con- 
tiennent des tableaux Statistiques, 1l’ explication des cadres 
théoriques et l’explication des sources et des méthodes) porte- 
tont désormais le titre général de ‘‘Systeme de comptabilité 
nationale’’, 


Le systéme de comptabilité nationale du Canada se divise 
en plusieurs catégories de comptes. Les comptes annuels et 
trimestriels de revenu et de dépenses (publiés dans les bulletins 
dont le numéro de catalogue commence par 13) ont constitué le 
premier ensemble de Statistiques a @tre connu sous le titre de 
“Comptes nationaux’?’ (Comptes nationaux, revenus et dépenses), 
Les données sur la balance des paiements internationaux (numé- 
tos de catalogue commengant par 67) font également partie, sous 
leur forme sommaire, du systéme de comptabilité nationale; elles 
ont méme existé avant les comptes de revenu et de dépenses, 


Une nomenclature, sensiblement augmentée, d’industries et 
de biens et services figure dans les tableaux d’intrants et ex- 
trants (input-output) du systéme (numéro de catalogue commen- 
gant par 15). Les indices du produit intérieur réel par industrie 
(compris dans les publications dont les numéros de catalogue 
commencentpar61)mesurent, en ‘‘dollars constants’’, l’apport de 
chaque branche d’activité au produit intérieur brut au cott des 
facteurs. Un rapport est établi entre intrants et extrants dans les 
études de productivité (publications dont les numéros de catalo- 
gue commencent par 14), 


L’établissement sert d’unité de base de la production indus- 
trielle tant dans les tableaux ‘input-output’ que dans les indices 
du produit intérieur réel. Les comptes de flux financiers (publi- 
cations dont les numéros de catalogue commencent par 13) mesu- 
rent les opérations financiéres. Les catégories de préteurs et 
d’instruments financiers forment les éléments de base de ces 
Statistiques et la personne morale est le point de départ du 
classement des agents économiques. En outre, le systeme a été 
congu de fagon a pouvoir incorporer les comptes de bilans (qui 
Prennent pour objet le patrimoine) lorsque les données s’y rappor- 
tant seront suffisamment développées. 


Le systeme de comptabilité nationale constitue un ensemble 
conceptuellement intégré dans lequel les diverses catégories 
de comptes peuvent @tre considérées comme des sous-systémes 
étroitement liés entre eux. Au stade actuel de développement, 
on ne peut faire de comparaison directe entre les éléments basés 
surl’établissement et ceux qui sont basés Sur l’entité légale que 
lorsque les données sont groupées dans des catégories tres 
générales. Toutefois, Statistique Canada poursuit ses re- 
cherches sur les relations entre l’entreprise, la société et 1’éta- 
blissement. Il sera peut-étre possible un jour de reclasser les 
données fondées, par exemple, sur l’établissement de maniére 
a les faire correspondre aux données établies d’aprés la société 
ou l’entreprise. 


Dans ses grandes lignes, le systéme de comptabilité na- 
tionale du Canada est étroitement relié & la norme internationale 
exposée dans la publication des Nations Unies A system of 
National Accounts (Etudes méthodologiques, série F, N° 2, Rev. 
3, Bureau de statistique, Départment des affaires économiques 
et sociales, Nations Unies, New York, 1968).

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A FINANCIAL COMMENTARY 
Third Quarter 1974 


SUMMARY 


Financial markets shared the centre of the stage 
with the lack of growth in real production and rising 
prices as the dominant forces on the economic scene 
during the third quarter of the year. The demand for 
credit remained strong and the supply of loanable 
funds generally adequate; short-term interest rates at 
peak levels moved only within narrow limits during 
most of the quarter until the final month when a 
downturn was signalled; long-term yields generally 
declined in September from record levels, although the 
pressures in financial markets which were apparent 
earlier in the year continued to cause rates at the long 
end of the market to rise through August and in the 
case of conventional residential mortgage rates, to rise 
throughout the quarter. Speculation regarding the 
future direction of interest rates, the strength of fixed 
investment demand and _ the degree of change in 
monetary policy were all matters of central concern in 
the quarter. A particularly sharp divergence occurred in 
the third quarter in the trends of the two most 
commonly used measures of the money stock; 
narrowly defined (M1), currency and demand deposits, 
declined significantly for the first time since the early 
months of 1970, while currency and privately held 
deposits (M2) continued to grow rapidly. In the light 
of the chartered banks’ competitively attractive rate of 
9.75% on 90-day deposit receipts, fixed term deposits 
grew rapidly, contributing significantly to the growth 
in the more.broadly defined measure. 


Credit raised by non-financial borrowers, totalled 
$5.4 billion in the third quarter, a 21.5% increase over 
the same period in 1973 (See Statement 1). As a 
proportion of the value of production in the quarter 
the amount rose fractionally to 14.0% from 13.8% in 
the previous year. Because of the seasonal nature of 
some borrowing, particularly by consumers, credit 
demands were substantially lower in the summer 
months than in the spring quarter. 


Although the split between longer and shorter 
term obligations in Statement 1 has the normal 
limitations attached to term separations of this sort, on 
a year-over-year basis, it indicated continued heavy 
reliance on shorter-term financing in which approxi- 
mately 44% of total credit was raised. Treasury bills 
and commercial paper were more important sources of 
new funds than in either the third quarter of 1973 or 
the second of 1974, while bank borrowing at a little 
over $1 billion, although well above 1973, was severely 
curtailed from the extraordinarily high level of the 
second quarter.

Troisiéme trimestre 1974 


RESUME 


Les marchés financiers ont partagé le centre de la 
scéne avec les inquiétudes soulevées par l’absence de 
croissance de la production réelle et les hausses de prix 
dans le rdle de principales forces sur le plan économique 
au cours du troisiéme trimestre. La demande de crédit est 
demeurée forte et l’offre de fonds prétables fut suffisante; 
les taux d’intérét a court terme, alors 4 des niveaux 
records, n’ont fluctué que légérement pendant presque 
tout le trimestre pour ensuite fléchir légérement au 
dernier mois; se situant a des niveaux records, les 
rendements 4 long terme ont également baissé dans 
ensemble en septembre méme si les pressions sur les 
marchés du crédit, lesquelles se sont manifestées plus tot 
dans l’année, ont entrainé une hausse des taux A long 
terme en aout, et méme tout au long du trimestre dans le 
cas des taux des préts hypothécaires ordinaires. La 
spéculation autour de l’orientation future des taux d’inté- 
rét, de la force de la demande d’investissement fixe et du 
degré de changement de la politique monétaire furent des 
Sujets d’intérét général au cours du trimestre. Une diver- 
gence plutot remarquable de la direction des deux mesures 
les plus connues de l’offre de monnaie s’est produite au 
troisiéme trimestre; l’offre de monnaie au sens étroit, la 
monnaie en circulation et les dép6ts 4 vue (M1), a diminué 
de fagon significative pour la premiére fois depuis les 
premiers mois de 1970, tandis que la monnaie en 
circulation et ensemble des dépots détenus par le public 
(M2) ont continué leur hausse rapide. En réponse au taux 
de 9.75 % payé par les banques pour les certificats de 
dépot a 90 jours, les dépéts a terme fixe ont augmenté 
rapidement, ce qui a fortement contribué a l’augmenta- 
tion du stock de monnaie au sens large. 


Les fonds prélevés par les emprunteurs non finan- 
ciers se sont élevés 4 $5.4 milliards au troisiéme trimestre, 
soit 21.5 % de plus qu’au cours de la méme période en 
1973 (voir ’état 1). En proportion de la valeur de la 
production du trimestre, ce montant s’est légérement 
élevé passant de 13.8 % au trimestre précédent A 14.0 %, 
A cause du caractére saisonnier de certains emprunts, 
particuliérement ceux des consommateurs, les demandes 
de crédit furent substantiellement moins fortes que celles 
du trimestre du printemps. 


Bien que la frontiére entre les instruments A court et 
a long terme dans Il’état comporte des difficultés normales 
propres 4 la classification selon I’échéance, il semble que, 
Sur une base annuelle, le recours accentué au finance- 
ment a court terme s’est poursuivi pour représenter 
environ 44% du total des fonds prélevés. Les bons du 
trésor et le papier commercial ont été des sources plus 
importantes de nouveaux fonds qu’au cours du troisiéme 
trimestre de 1973 ou du deuxiéme trimestre de 1974, 
tandis que les emprunts bancaires d’un peu plus de $1 
milliard, quoique plus élevés qu’en 1973, ont fortement 
diminué par rapport au trés haut niveau du deuxiéme 
trimestre. 


Longer-term borrowing was again over- 
whelmingly in the mortgage market, with mortgages 
accounting for approximately 637% of final long-term 
borrowing. Money raised in the bond market was 
predominantly related to provincial issues, of which a 
high proportion was sold to non-residents; due to a 
continuation of the trend towards the redemption of 
Canada Savings Bonds in the third quarter, despite the 
announcement of bonus payments to holders of 
unmatured issues, the net new issue of Government of 
Canada’s was negative. 


The proportion of new credit extended by the 
chartered banks and other private and public financial 
institutions at 85% of total lending was little changed 
in the third quarter. The figures indicate that the 
relative role of the private financial institutions, ex- 
cluding the chartered banks, was less important than in 
the third quarter 1973, as deposit flows into these 
institutions weakened. 


The main sectors of the economy as measured by 
the National Income and Expenditure Accounts 
recorded the net borrowing requirements of the private 
and public non-financial enterprises as over $2.2 billion 
in the third quarter, or close to $1 billion higher than 
the comparable period of 1973. The requirements were 
largely met, through the intermediary process, by net 
lending of the personal, unincorporated business and 
government sectors, non-residents played a_ less 
important role than in earlier quarters of the year. 


Reflecting supply and demand conditions 
influenced by uncertainty regarding international 
events and the expectations concerning domestic pro- 
duction and inflation, interest rates for loanable funds 
moved only moderately from the high levels attained in 
the spurt of the first half of the year. Three-month 
treasury bills and 90-day finance company prime paper 
moved up to peak at 9.11% and 11.84% in August 
before clearly turning down in September to end the 
month at 8.94% and 11.04% respectively. In line with 
prevailing levels of short-term rates the Bank rate was 
increased by .50% point in the earlier part of the 
quarter. In order to maintain a balance in financial 
markets, the “Winnipeg agreement” ceiling on large 
denomination Canadian dollar chartered bank deposits 
maturing in less than one year was raised to 10.50% in 
late July. (This agreement was subsequently terminated 
in early 1975 as short-term rates fell well below the set 
ceiling). Prime lending rate held at 11.50% during most 
of the quarter. The general decline in short-term rates 
in September accelerated in the fourth quarter as more 
active measures to stimulate lagging economies both in 
Canada and abroad were anticipated and some falling- 
off in short-term credit demands by business was 
experienced. 


Relatively high long-term rates persisted in the 
third quarter, although yields edged downwards in 
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Les emprunts 4 long terme ont été dominés par le 
marché des hypothéques alors que les préts hypothécaires 
ont représenté 63% des emprunts au stade final. Les 
fonds prélevés sur le marché des obligations ont principa- 
lement consisté d’émissions provinciales qui furent en 
grande partie vendues aux non-résidents; suite a la 
persistance a convertir les obligations d’épargne du C anada 
au troisiéme trimestre, malgré l’annonce de paiement dun 
boni aux détenteurs s’appliquant aux émissions en circula- 
tion, le montant net des émissions d’obligations fédérales 
fut négatif. 


La proportion des nouveaux fonds en provenance 
des banques 4 charte et des autres institutions financiéres 
privées et publiques, soit 85 % des emprunts, n’a que peu 
changé au troisiéme trimestre. Les données indiquent que 
le role relatif des institutions financiéres privées, a 
Yexception des banques a charte, fut moins important 
qu’au troisiéme trimestre de 1973 suite au relentissement 
de augmentation des dépots dans ces institutions. 


Les besoins nets d’emprunts des entreprises non 
financiéres privées et publiques, un des principaux sec- 
teurs de l'économie des Comptes nationaux des revenus et 
des dépenses, furent évalués a $2.2 milliards au troisiéme 
trimestre, soit $1 milliard de plus qu’au cours de la méme 
période en 1973. Ces besoins furent largement comblés, 
grace aux intermédiaires, par les préts nets des secteurs des 
particuliers, des entreprises non constituées en sociétés et 
des administrations publiques alors que les non-résidents 
ont joué un role moins important qu’au cours des 
premiers trimestres de Pannée. 


Reflétant les conditions de l’offre et de la demande 
influencées par des incertitudes face aux événements 
internationaux, aux spéculations 4 propos de la produc- 
tion domestique et 4 l’inflation, les taux d’intérét des 
fonds prétables ont fluctué que légérement par rapport 
aux sommets atteints au cours de la premiere moitié de 
Pannée. Les taux des bons du trésor et du papier 
commercial 4 90 jours se sont élevés 4 des sommets de 
9.11% et 11.84% en aoit avant de nettement baisser a 
8.94% et 11.04% respectivement 4 la fin du mois de 
septembre. Le taux d’escompte fut augmenté de 50 % au 
début du trimestre afin de s’ajuster aux niveaux des taux a 
court terme en cours. Afin de maintenir l’équilibre sur les 
marchés financiers, le plafond du “taux de Winnipeg” se 
rapportant aux grands dépots en dollars canadiens dont 
Véchéance n’excéde pas un an fut élevé 4 10.50% a la fin 
de juillet. (Cet accord devait subséquemment étre aboli au 
début de 1975 étant donné que les taux d’intérét a court 
terme ont baissé beaucoup plus bas que ce plafond). Le 
taux de base des préts aux entreprises est demeuré a 
11.50% pendant presque tout le trimestre. La baisse 
générale des taux a court terme en septembre s’est 
accélérée au quatriéme trimestre étant donné qu’on 
anticipait des mesures visant a diminuer le sous-emploi 
tant au Canada qu’a l’étranger, et que les demandes de 
crédit A court terme des entreprises avaient diminué. 


Les taux d’intérét a long terme sont demeurés 
relativement élevés au troisiéme trimestre, méme si les 


September in bond markets. Conventional mortgage 
rates rose steadily through July, August and September 
in the face of some weakness in deposit flows to 
institutions primarily making commitments to mort- 
gage lending. Typical rates offered on 5-year trust 
company GIC’s were adjusted up in August and 
September and reached 10.75% by early October, a 
rate 1 percentage point above that offered by chartered 
banks on 90-day deposit receipts. 


Measured on a quarterly average basis and ad- 
justed for seasonal variation the narrowly defined 
money stock (M1) declined by a 6.9% annual rate in 
the third quarter, to some extent reflecting the high 
interest rates on other short-term instruments and the 
public’s unwillingness to hold cash balances. In con- 
trast, the rate of growth between the first and second 
quarter was over 22%. The rapid growth in currency 
and privately-held Canadian dollar bank deposits (M2) 
in the third quarter, 17.3% at annual rates, was 
apparently related to the attractiveness of fixed-term 
deposits at the banks in comparison with competitive 
instruments. Both personal savings and non-personal 
term and notice deposits rose through the quarter. In 
view of the various non-policy factors which bear on 
these aggregates, the direction of monetary policy 
cannot be concluded from these measures alone. The 
measure of monetary base (currency outside the banks 
and bank reserves), was consistent with a relatively 
accommodative position of the monetary authorities in 
the third quarter. This posture would be in line with 
the growing concern over the lack of real growth in the 
Canadian economy in both the second and third 
quarters, and the slow down in economic production in 
other countries, particularly the United States. This 
concern caused a serious reappraisal of the respective 
emphasis to be given to policies aimed at attacking the 
problems of inflation and recession. Although GNP in 
current dollars rose by a seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of close to 16% in both the second and third 
quarters, price increases accounted for almost all of 
this increase. 


The financial flows for non-financial private 
business recorded a heavy net borrowing requirement 
in comparison with third quarters 1971 through 1973; 
the level of borrowing in the first nine months of 1974 
was the highest on record. Inventory build-up and 
fixed capital expenditures, which together amounted 
to almost $4.5 billion in the third quarter, required 
extensive finance additional to internal sources. The 
emphasis in external financing underwent some shifts 
both over the year and on a quarter-to-quarter basis as, 
adjusting to interest rate differentials and supply 
conditions, more credit was raised through issues of 
short-term paper and less through bank loans. Money 
market rates as represented by 90-day finance 
company paper fell almost one half a percentage point 
below the banks’ prime lending rate by the end of

L’offre de monnaie au sens étroit (M1), calculée 
selon une moyenne trimestrielle et désaisonnalisée, a 
baissé 4 un taux annuel de 6.9% au troisiéme trimestre, 
reflétant dans une certaine mesure les hauts taux d’intérét 
des titres 4 court terme et la réticence du public envers les 
balances liquides. Le taux de croissance du premier au 
deuxiéme trimestre, au contraire, a atteint plus de 22 %. 
La croissance rapide 4 un taux annuel de 17.3 % de la 
monnaie hors banques et des dépots bancaires du grand 
public (M2) au troisiéme trimestre était due apparamment 
a Pattrayance des dépdts a terme fixe des banques par 
rapports aux autres instruments concurrentiels. Les dépéts 
a terme non personnels et les dépéts d’épargne personnelle 
ont tous deux augmenté au cours du trimestre. A la 
lumiére de tous les facteurs non politiques qui affectent 
cet agrégat, la direction de la politique monétaire ne peut 
pas étre définie par ces seules mesures. La base monétaire 
(monnaie hors banques et réserves bancaires) a semblé 
indiquer une attitude plut6t accommodante des autorités 
monétaires au troisiéme trimestre. Cette attitude semble 
tenir compte de l’inquiétude suscitée par le manque de 
croissance réelle de l’économie canadienne aux deuxiéme 
et troisiéme trimestres, et par le ralentissement de la 
production économique des autres pays, surtout des 
Etats-Unis. Cette préoccupation a entrainé une ré- 
évaluation sérieuse de l’importance qui doit étre accordée 
aux politiques visant a combattre les problémes de 
Pinflation et de la récession. Bien que le PNB en dollars 
courants a cri a un taux annuel désaisonnalisé de prés de 
16 % au deuxiéme et au troisiéme trimestres, l’augmenta- 
tion des prix a compensé pour presque toute cette 
croissance. 


Les flux financiers révélent que les entreprises 
privées non financiéres ont manifesté de grands besoins 
nets en financement en comparaison aux troisiémes 
trimestres de 1971 a 1973; le niveau d’emprunt au cours 
des neufs premiers mois de 1974 a été le plus élevé 
enregistré a date. L’accumulation de stocks et les dépenses 
en capital fixe, qui se sont élevées au total a prés de $4.5 
milliards au troisiéme trimestre, ont nécessité un finance- 
ment extensif en plus des sources internes. Le recours au 
financement externe a subi plusieurs changements 4 la fois 
au cours de toute l’année et sur une base trimestrielle 
étant donné que, s’ajustant aux différences entre les taux 
d’intérét et aux conditions de l’offre, plus de crédit fut 
prélevé au moyen du papier 4 court terme et moins de 
crédit au moyen des préts bancaires.

September after having been above for much of the 
second and third quarters. Trade credit extended and 
received by the sector, although lower than in the 
second quarter, remained at very high levels. Reflecting 
the state of the stock market, funds raised through net 
new issues of shares remained relatively low, a- 
mounting to $130 million. The volume of private 
non-financial corporation bonds sold during the 
quarter, close to $300 million, was at a moderately 
high level measured against the quarterly average for 
1973 and the first quarter 1974, despite the fact that 
long-term interest rates were at exceptionally high 
levels. The domestic bond market was in contrast to 
the United States where net corporate bond sales were 
the smallest since the final quarter of 1966. 


During the quarter the financial flows of char- 
tered banks and near banks, including the trust and 
mortgage loan companies, showed some significant 
shifts from prior quarters. Canadian dollar deposits at 
the chartered banks, of almost $2.3 billion, were 
approximately double the quarterly average in the first 
half of the year as savers moved a significant volume of 
funds into bank deposits, some of it at the expense of 
near banks where deposits grew by only $737 million 
in contrast to a quarterly average of $1.25 billion in 
the six months January to June. After a run up of 
foreign currency deposits averaging close to $1.25 
billion in each of the five quarters preceding the third 
quarter 1974, foreign currency deposits at the banks 
were reduced by $164 million. This decline represented 
a mixture of increasing deposit liabilities to Canadian 
residents in foreign currency and a reduction in 
liabilities to non-residents. The build up in Canadian 
residents’ foreign currency deposits in the banks is 
masked in the financial flow asset category by the 
reduction in foreign currency deposits held abroad by 
Canadians. The rate offered to residents by the banks 
on short-term deposits denominated in foreign cur- 
rency continued to be more attractive than yields 
offered on Canadian dollar deposits. 


The asset growth of the banks showed a consider- 
able reduction in net new bank loans from close to $2 
billion in the second to $1.1 billion in the third. This 
reduction in the growth rate of loans resulted from a 
combination of factors, including a more restrictive 
lending policy by the banks, some shift in short-term 
credit demands to the commercial paper market and an 
easing in overall demand for shorter-term credit. In 
September the “free liquid asset ratio” of the banks, 
although stable, was at a particularly low level by 
historical standards. Free liquid assets are those that 
are readily available for lending, over and above those

Consumer credit extended by both the banks and 
near-banks was slightly lower than in the comparable 
period of 1973, although considerably down on the 
seasonally high second quarter. At $376 million the 
growth in the banks’ consumer credit outstanding was 
about four times that of the near-banks as the banks 
continued their predominance in the field. Mortgage 
lending by the banks and near-banks totalled almost 
$1.25 billion, out of a total of close to $2 billion. The 
banks’ lending of $376 million remained high in 
relation to 1973 and at about the same quarterly 
average as in the first half of the year. The net credit 
flows from near-banks, reflecting the weaker deposit 
flows, declined sharply both from the previous quarter 
and the same quarter of 1973. 


Overall growth in consumer credit (see Table 
3-22 “Consumer Credit”) remained little changed in 
level and quarterly pattern from that prevailing in 
1973. The net extension of $580 million in the third 
quarter was partly due to the strong demand for new 
passenger cars particularly evident in August, as Con- 
sumer expenditures on durables excluding cars de- 
creased in the third quarter. Although over 80% of new 
credit demands were met by the banks and similar 
lending institutions, life insurance policy loans re- 
mained relatively high by historical standards as the 
cost of this form of consumer credit continued to be 
attractive. 


Net mortgage debt formation (see Table 3-29 
“Mortgages”) began to ease after the exceptionally 
strong first half of the year; net flows of credit were 
sharply reduced from the trust and mortgage loan 
companies. The maintenance of a relatively high flow 
during the quarter was aided by a higher than normal 
$300 million infusion of new support by public 
financial instutitions. In the same quarter of the 
previous year the amount had been closer to $100 
million. On a nine month basis comparison, public 
financial institutions more than doubled their lending 
in the mortgage market from almost $300 million to 
close to $650 million. Both mortgage loan approvals by 
private lending institutions and total starts on residen- 
tial construction on a seasonally adjusted basis began 
to fall dramatically in June and continued in the third 
quarter. In September, housing starts were more than 
one third down on the level at the beginning of the 
year 1974 and mortgage loan approvals were down to 
one third of the January level.

Net new issues of bonds (see Table 3-30 
“Bonds”) in the third quarter, at $1 billion, were close 
to the same level as the quarterly average during the 
first half of the year. The market was considerably 
more active than the previous year’s third quarter when 
only $400 million of net new bond sales took place as 
private corporate and provincial government borrowing 
was particularly low. The principal borrowers in the 
third quarter were provincial governments and the 
non-financial private and public enterprises. Govern- 
ment of Canada net redemption of bonds was entirely 
due to the cashing in of over $500 million Canada 
Savings Bonds; net issues of other bonds amounted to 
close to $250 million of which over half were absorbed 
by the Bank of Canada. The increase in holdings of 
Government of Canada securities, including Treasury 
Bills, by the banking system which had risen at above 
average rates in the first half of the year accelerated in 
the third quarter. Yields on both government and 
corporate bonds rose to a peak in August and edged 
downward only slightly in the final month of the 
quarter, as lenders and borrowers were still faced with 
uncertainties regarding the future direction of interest 
rates.

Beginning with the IIQ. 1974 issue of the 
Financial Flow Accounts the accounts of these two 
sectors have been consolidated and the historical data 
have been accordingly adjusted on CANSIM. When the 
financial flow accounts were originally constructed, 
this split was made to preserve consistency with the 
National Income and Expenditure Accounts. Following 
the revised treatment of the National Income and 
Expenditure Accounts, the original rationale for main- 
taining the two accounts separately has disappeared. 
Since the split suggests that Statistics Canada is in 
possession of more information than is actually the 
case, and the split may mislead users, it was decided to 
consolidate the two accounts. It should be recognized, 
of course, that Sector I includes non-profit institutions 
as well as households, and that the figures for the 
categories are residually obtained. If and/or when, 
additional information becomes available, a split be- 
tween the two sectors will be made available.

Prior to this issue of the Financial Flow Ac- 
counts, these financial institutions .were included in 
Sector VI.2.4 “Mortgage loan companies’’. Sector VI.2 
now consists almost entirely of deposit accepting 
institutions. The back data have been revised to take 
account of this change. 


Sales Finance and Consumer Loan Companies 
Sector VIII.S 


Sales finance and consumer loan companies 
differ from the other institutions in Sector VI.2, 
“Other lending institutions” in that short-term paper 
and not deposit liabilities is their principal source of 
funds. In addition, they are relatively unimportant 
mortgage lenders, with consumer credit and loans 
accounting for the bulk of their assets. In order to 
make Sector VI.2 more homogeneous it was decided to 
relocate this Sector (VI.2.4) in Sector VIII, “Other 
private financial institutions”. The term “Other lending 
institutions” for Sector VI.2 has been dropped and the 
sector has been re-named “Near banks’. These changes 
have been incorporated into the current issue of the 
Financial Flow Accounts and historic data have been 
accordingly revised.

A partir de la livraison du deuxiéme trimestre 1974 
des Comptes des flux financiers, les comptes de ces deux 
secteurs furent consolidés et les données antérieures 
publiées par CANSIM furent révisées. Lorsque les comptes 
des flux financiers furent créés, au début, cette division 
visait a préserver la consistance avec les Comptes na- 
tionaux des revenus et des dépenses.

Sector XI.2 Local Governments 


This sector covers all activities of local govern- 
ments with the exception of those activities which have 
been allocated to Sector IV.3, “Non-financial govern- 
ment enterprises: municipal.” 


Property taxes and transfers from the provincial 
government sector provide the major source of internal 
funds for local governments. In recent years indirect 
taxes as a source of local government revenue has 
declined in relative importance, while the relative 
importance of grants from the provincial level of 
government has increased. For example, transfers from 
the provincial governments rose from 28% of local 
government revenue in 1950 to 48% by 1973. 


Borrowing by local governments is subject to the 
approval of the corresponding provincial government 
and is restricted to the financing of capital projects. 
Over the past twenty-five years, the local government 
sector has always been in a net borrowing position on 
an annual basis. Local government borrowing has been 
highly concentrated in the bond market, with munici- 
pal bonds accounting for over 80% of the increase in 
liabilities of the sector during the four year period 
1970 - 1973. Bank loans and short-term paper have 
also been important sources of external funds from 
time to time.

Champ d’observation 


Les estimations des flux financiers pour le secteur 
des administrations locales proviennent de différentes 
sources indépendantes et le champ d’observation n’est pas 
toujours le méme, ce qui explique en grande partie la 


relatively large discrepancy. It is anticipated that the 
introduction of new data based on a survey covering 
250 municipalities will go a considerable way towards 
rectifying the data deficiencies of this sector. 


The majority of the financial transaction cate- 
gories (2100 - 3700) are based on a survey of 16 large 
municipalities and these figures are not adjusted to 
approximate population figures. 


Methods 


Quarterly flows for the various financial cate- 
gories are obtained by taking the change in book-value 
from balance sheet accounts. Some adjustments are 
made to the figures to take account of valuation 
adjustments, classification changes and differences. 


Sources 


Quarterly data for non-financial transaction cate- 
gories (1100-1900), with the exception of “Net 
purchases of existing and intangible assets,” 1800 are 
obtained from the National Income and Expenditure 
Accounts. Data for category 1800 are supplied by the 
Public Finance Division of Statistics Canada. Data for 
categories 3331, “Bank loans” and 3423 “Municipal 
bonds” are based on series published in the Bank of 
Canada Review. Data for other transaction categories 
are based on survey results of the Public Finance 
Division of Statistics Canada. Figures for categories 
2310, 2340, 2332, 2420, 2513, 3350, 3332 and 3513 
are based on quarterly survey of 16 large municipalities 
while figures for categories 2322, 2610, 3322 and 3610 
are projections and are based on a 1968 benchmark 
survey of 43 municipalities. 


Transaction Categories 


Since it is expected that the coverage of this 
sector will be improved within approximately one 
year’s time a detailed description of the contents of the 
various categories has not been included here. However 
some data anomalies are noted below: 


2311 — Currency and bank deposits: Covers cash 
on hand and deposits in chartered banks, outstanding 
cheques have not been deducted. This latter item 
appears in category 3331 “Bank loans”. 


2420 — Bonds: Due to inadequate information a 
small portion of the change in total bond assets may 
consist of flows for stocks and mortgages. 


2513 — Government claims: Covers investments 
in municipal enterprises and includes long-term deben- 
ture debt, capital stocks and loans and advances. This 
item is a residual and is compiled from the records of 
the enterprises rather than the records of the municipal 
governments. ;

3423 — Municipal government bonds: The flow 
represents net new issues as recorded in Table 31 in the 
Bank of Canada Review. It also includes issues sold 
directly to the provinces and their agencies. 


3513 — Government claims: Covers claims by 
municipal enterprises on local governments. The data is 
compiled from the records of the municipal enterprises 
rather than the records of local governments. 


TECHNICAL NOTES 


(a) The tables reflect a measure of conceptual 
inconsistency in the presentation of data due to 
divergence in data sources. In the non-financial private 
corporation sector certain specific amounts owing to 
foreign parents by Canadian subsidiaries are shown as 
“corporate claims’, while the rest of the world sector 
include these in the “other assets’ category. In 
addition, trade transactions with foreign parents are 
shown gross in the non-financial business corporation 
sector, whereas, the rest of the world sector net these 
out. 


(b) Commencing with 1969 data for net pur- 
chases of existing assets for Sectors II and IV are 
obtained by direct estimation derived from a variety of 
sources. While these estimates are not comprehensive it 
is considered that the direct estimation procedure 
produces estimates superior to those formerly obtained 
when residual estimation techniques were employed. In 
general it has not been possible to compile direct 
estimates for the years 1962 to 1968. 
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3331 —Emprunts bancaires: Comprend les em- 
prunts aupres des banques a charte et les découverts 
bancaires de méme que les bons du trésor municipaux 
placés directement dans les banques a charte.

NOTES TECHNIQUES 


a) Les tableaux reflétent une certaine part d’incon- 
sistance conceptuelle dans la présentation des données, 4 
cause de la divergence entre les données suivant les 
différentes sources.

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THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been developed since 
the close of the Second World War in a series of publications 
relating to their constituent parts. These have now reached a stage 
of evolution where they can be termed a “System of National 
Accounts”. For purposes of identification, all publications (con- 
taining tables of statistics, descriptions of conceptual frameworks, 
and descriptions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term “System of National Accounts” as 
a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada consists of 
several parts. The annual and quarterly Income and Expenditure 
Accounts (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) 
were, historically speaking, the first set of statistics to be referred 
to with the title “National Accounts” (National Accounts, Income 
and Expenditure). The Balance of International Payments data, 
(Catalogue Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, are 
also part of the System of National Accounts and they, in fact, 
pre-date the Income and Expenditure Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries and on 
goods and services is portrayed in the Input-Output Tables of the 
System (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 15). The indexes of Real 
Domestic Product by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. 
carrying the prefix 61) provide “constant dollar’ measures of the 
contribution of each industry to gross domestic product at factor 
cost. Inputs and outputs are related in Productivity Studies 
(Catalogue Nos. with prefix 14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of Real Domestic 
Product by Industry use the establishment as the primary unit of 
industrial production. Measures of financial transactions are pro- 
vided by the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
13). Types of lenders and financial instruments are the primary 
detail in these statistics, and the legal entity is the main unit of 
classification of transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates when such 
data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an overall 
conceptually integrated framework in which the various parts can 
be considered as interrelated sub-systems. At present, direct 
comparisons amongst those parts which use the establishment as 
the basic unit and those which use the legal entity can be carried 
out only at highly aggregated levels of data. However, Statistics 
Canada is continuing research on enterprise-company-establishment 
relationships; it may eventually be feasible to reclassify the data 
which are on one basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or the enterprise 
basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of National 
Accounts bears a close relationship to the international standard as 
described in the United Nations publication, A System of National 
Accounts (Studies in Methods, Series F, No. 2, Rev. 3, Statistical 
Office, Department of Economic and Social Affairs, United 
Nations, New York, 1968). 


LE SYSTEME DE COMPTABILITE NATIONALE 


Au Canada, les comptes nationaux on fait l’objet depuis la fin de 
la Seconde Guerre mondiale de toute une série de publications portant 
sur leurs éléments constitutifs. Ils ont connu une telle évolution qu’on 
peut maintenant les qualifier de “Systéme de comptabilité nationale”. 
Aux fins d’identification, toutes les publications qui font partie du 
systéme (elles contiennent des tableaux statistiques, l’explication des 
cadres théoriques et l’explication des sources et des méthodes) 
porteront désormais le titre général de “Systéme de comptabilité 
nationale”. 


Le systeme de comptabilité nationale du Canada se divise en 
plusieurs catégories de comptes. Les comptes annuels et trimestriels de 
revenu et de dépenses (publiés dans les bulletins dont le numéro de 
catalogue commence par 13) ont constitué le premier ensemble de 
Statistiques a étre connu sous le titre de “Comptes nationaux” 
(Comptes nationaux, revenus et dépenses). Les données sur la balance 
des paiements internationaux (numéros de catalogue commencant par 
67) font également partie, sous leur forme sommaire, du systéme de 
comptabilité nationale; elles ont méme existé avant les comptes de 
revenu et de dépenses. 


Une nomenclature, sensiblement augmentée, d’industries et de 
biens et services figure dans les tableaux d’intrants et extrants 
(input-output) du systéme (numéro de catalogue commencant par 15). 
Les indices du produit intérieur réel par industrie (compris dans les 
publications dont les numéros de catalogue commencent par 61) 
mesurent, en “dollars constants”, l’apport de chaque branche d’activité 
au produit intérieur brut au cotit des facteurs. Un rapport est établi 
entre intrants et extrants dans les études de productivité (publications 
dont les numéros de catalogue commencent par 14). 


L’établissement sert d’unité de base de la production industrielle 
tant dans les tableaux ‘input-output’ que dans les indices du produit 
intérieur réel. Les comptes de flux financiers (publications dont les 
numéros de catalogue commencent par 13) mesurent les opérations 
financiéres. Les catégories de préteurs et d’instruments financiers 
forment les éléments de base de ces statistiques et la personne morale 
est le point de départ du classement des agents économiques. En outre, 
le systéme a été concgu de facon a pouvoir incorporer les comptes de 
bilans (qui prennent pour objet le patrimoine) lorsque les données s’y 
rapportant seront suffisamment développées. 


Le systéme de comptabilité nationale constitue un ensemble 
conceptuellement intégré dans lequel les diverses catégories de comptes 
peuvent étre considérées comme des sous-systémes étroitement liés 
entre eux. Au stade actuel de développement, on ne peut faire de 
comparaison directe entre les éléments basés sur l’€tablissement et ceux 
qui sont basés sur l’entité légale que lorsque les données sont groupées 
dans des catégories trés générales. Toutefois, Statistique Canada 
poursuit ses recherches sur les relations entre l’entreprise, la société et 
Pétablissement. I] sera peut-étre possible un jour de reclasser les 
données fondées, par exemple, sur l’établissement de maniére 4 les faire 
correspondre aux données établies d’aprés la société ou l’entreprise. 


Dans ses grandes lignes, le systeéme de comptabilité nationale du 
Canada est étroitement relié a la norme internationale exposée dans la 
publication des Nations Unies Un systéme de comptabilité nationale 
(Etudes méthodologiques, série F, NO 2, Rev. 3, Bureau de statistique, 
Département des affaires économiques et sociales, Nations Unies, New 
York, 1970).

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FINANCIAL COMMENTARY 


Highlights of Fourth Quarter 1974 


Monetary conditions were eased in the fourth 
quarter in response to the weakening economic 
situation. Yields on short-term financial instruments 
began to fall, on balance, and declined between 2 and 3 
percentage points from September 1974 to January 
1975; the fall in short-term rates was accompanied by 
more moderate declines in long-term interest rates. 
Although demands for financing remained heavy and 
the impact of the Canada Savings Bond campaign was 
particularly pronounced in the quarter, new funds 
generally remained readily available as steps were taken 
by the Bank of Canada to foster increases in the money 


supply aggregates. 


Credit market borrowing by the non-financial 
sectors of the economy (see Statement 1) rose 
dramatically in the fourth quarter to $12.0 billion 
compared with $6.9 billion in the same period of the 
previous year. The principal cause of this increase was 
the keen investor interest in the 1974/1975 series of 
Canada Savings Bonds (CSB’s) of which net sales 
amounted to $4.0 billion by the time of their 
withdrawal on November 15. 


The rather arbitrary distinction between long and 
short-term financial instruments indicated an overall 
increase in demand for shorter term funds from $3.0 
billion in the fourth quarter 1973 to $4.0 billion in 
1974, associated with the growth in commercial paper 
and other loan activities. Some offset to the growth 
occurred through a slackening in demand for bank 
loans and a slight easing in the demand for consumer 
credit compared with the fourth quarter 1973. 


At the longer end of the market, sales of 
mortgages fell sharply from $2.0 billion in the final 
quarter 1973 to $1.6 billion in the comparable period 
of 1974 reflecting the decline in residential con- 
struction. Bond debt issued, excluding government 
bond sales, was about $100 million higher in the 
October - December period than in the prior year and 
was considerably higher on a year-over-year com- 
parison. Stock issues of $400 million in the fourth 
quarter were at the same level as the previous year as 
prices on exchanges continued to be low in spite of 
some recovery during the quarter. 


COMMENTAIRE FINANCIER 


Faits marquants du quatriéme trimestre 1974 


Une certaine détente des conditions monétaires fut 
adoptée au quatriéme trimestre en réponse 4 |’affaiblisse- 
ment de la situation économique. Les rendements des 
titres financiers sont entrés dans une période de baisse 
générale, et ont diminué de 2% a 3 % entre septembre 
1974 et janvier 1975; la chute des taux 4 court terme fut 
accompagnée par une baisse plus modérée des taux a long 
terme. Méme si les demandes de financement sont 
demeurées fortes et que impact de la campagne d’Obliga- 
tions d’épargne du Canada fut particuliérement prononcé 
au cours du trimestre, les nouveaux fonds, en général, 
furent immédiatement disponibles étant donné que la 
Banque du Canada a rendu possible l’augmentation des 
agrégats de l’offre de monnaie. 


Les emprunts des secteurs non financiers de l’éco- 
nomie (voir l’état 1) ont fortement augmenté au 
quatriéme trimestre pour atteindre $12.0 mnilliards, 
comparativement a $6.9 milliards lan dernier pour la 
méme période. La principale cause de cette augmentation 
fut Vintérét marqué des investisseurs pour |’émission 
1974 - 1975 des Obligations d’épargne du Canada dont les 
ventes nettes ont atteint $4 milliards au moment de la fin 
de la vente le 15 novembre. 


Une classification plutdt arbitraire des instruments 
financiers a court et a long terme nous indique une 
augmentation totale de $3.0 a $4.0 milliards de la 
demande de fonds a court terme, si l’on compare le 
quatriéme trimestre de 1974 au méme trimestre en 1973; 
ceci a résulté d’une demande accrue du papier commercial 
et des autres préts, méme sil y a eu un certain 
ralentissement de la demande de préts bancaires et de 
crédit a la consommation par rapport au quatri¢éme 
trimestre de 1973. 


Sur le marché 4 long terme, les ventes d’hypo- 
théques ont fortement baissé passant de $2.0 milliards au 
dernier trimestre de 1973 a $1.6 milliard au quatriéme 
trimestre de 1974, reflétant la baisse de la construction 
résidentielle. Les émissions nettes d’obligations, excluant 
les ventes d’obligations des gouvernements lesquelles 
furent inhabituelles en raison du volume de vente des 
Obligations d’épargne du Canada, étaient de $100 millions 
supérieures au cours de la période octobre-décembre 1974 
qu’au cours de la méme période I’an dernier, et étaient 
particuliérement élevées sur une base de comparaison 
annuelle. Les émissions d’actions, $400 millions au 
quatriéme trimestre, se situaient au méme niveau que I’an 
dernier alors que les prix d’échange sont demeurés bas 
malgré une certaine reprise au cours du trimestre. 


The role played by the chartered banks in 
financing the requirements of the non-financial sector 
of the economy increased relative to other private 
financial institutions. These latter institutions ex- 
perienced some constraint on their asset growth in the 
face of a decelerated rate of growth in their deposit 
receipts and the weakening market for consumer 
durables and residential construction with which their 
financing is closely associated. A major change in the 
fourth quarter was the extent to which funds were 
drawn from the non-financial sector, primarily the 
personal sector, for the purchase of CSB’s. Because of 
this latter development, total borrowing by the non- 
financial sector rose to an unprecedentedly high 33% 
of Gross National Product. 


Net lending or borrowing by two sectors changed 
considerably in a year-over-year comparison of fourth 
quarters, (see Tables 1-2 and 1-4). The borrowing 
requirements of the non-financial corporate sector 
more than doubled, an increase of over $1 billion, as 
sharply higher fixed capital and inventory investment 
occurred at the same time as internally generated funds 
dipped slightly due to the lower level of retained 
earnings. Lending by the rest of the world was close to 
$900 million higher than the previous year as the 
pattern of external trade shifted, resulting in the 
Canadian need to finance a large balance of payments 
current account deficit. Although the personal and 
unincorporated business sector estimate of net lending 
is subject to a high degree of imprecision, the evidence 
suggests that lending by this sector was sharply higher. 


The fourth quarter was characterized by declines 
in short-term interest rates but only moderate easing 
on longer term rates, particularly on conventional 
residential mortgages and industrial bonds. The decline 
in rates for these latter instruments did not gain 
momentum until early in 1975. In adjusting to 
accommodate moves towards easier monetary con- 
ditions, the Bank Rate was lowered from 9 i/4% to 
8 3/4% in mid-November and to 8 1/4% in mid-January 
1975. Treasury bill rates of three months duration fell 
from 8.94% in September to 7.12% in December, while 
90-day finance company paper stood at 10.25% in 
December compared to 11.04% in September. Both 
borrowing and lending rates of financial institutions 
were lowered towards the end of the quarter. Other 
than government bond yields, the declines on other 
longer term issues were modest. The McLeod, Young, 
Weir bond yield averages for 10 industrials, which 
stood at 10.99% in September, was 10.72% in the final 
month of the year, while conventional mortgage 
lending rates moved from 12.05% to 11.88% over the

Le role des banques 4 charte dans le financement 
des besoins en trésorerie des secteurs non financiers de 
Péconomie s’est accru par rapport aux autres institutions 
financiéres. Ces derniéres ont éprouvé des difficultés a 
augmenter leur actif étant donné la diminution du taux de 
croissance de leurs dépéts, et l’affaiblissement des marchés 
des biens durables et de la construction résidentielle vers 
lesquels ces institutions orientent leur financement. Le 
fait marquant du quatriéme trimestre fut Vimportance des 
fonds prélevés a partir des secteurs non financiers, surtout 
du secteur des particuliers en vertu des achats d’Obliga- 
tions d’épargne du Canada. Etant donné ce dernier 
développement, le total des emprunts effectués par les 
secteurs non financiers s’est élevé au niveau sans précédent 
de 33 % de la valeur du produit national brut. 


L’emprunt ou le prét net de deux secteurs en 
particulier a changé considérablement par rapport au 
quatriéme trimestre de I’an passé (voir les tableaux 1-2 et 
1-4). Les besoins en trésorerie du secteur des entreprises 
privées non financiéres a plus que doublé, soit une 
augmentation de plus de $1 milliard qui a résulté d’une 
forte hausse de l’investissement en stocks et en capital 
fixe, et d’une baisse des fonds de provenance interne 
résultant de la diminution des bénéfices non répartis. Les 
préts en provenance du reste du monde étaient supérieurs 
d@environ $900 millions a ceux de l’an dernier, et ont 
découlé d’un changement de direction du commerce 
extérieur qui s’est traduit par le besoin pour le Canada de 
financer un gros déficit du compte courant de la balance 
des paiements. Méme si l’estimation du prét net du secteur 
des particuliers et des entreprises non constituées en 
sociétés présente de grandes imprécisions, les préts de ce 
secteur étaient de toute évidence beaucoup plus élevés. 


Le quatrigme trimestre fut caractérisé par des 
baisses des taux d’intérét 4 court terme alors que les taux 
4 long terme n’ont connu que de faibles baisses, particulie- 
rement dans le cas des préts hypothécaires ordinaires a 
habitation et des obligations industrielles. La baisse des 
taux dans les cas de ces deux derniers instruments 
financiers n’a pas atteint son apogée avant le début de 
1975. Afin de s’orienter vers une détente des conditions 
monétaires, le taux d’escompte de la Banque du Canada 
fut abaissé de 9.25% 4 8.75 % a la minovembre et a 
8.25 % A la mi-janvier 1975. Les taux des bons du trésor 
d’un terme de trois mois se sont affaissés de 8.94 % en 
septembre a 7.12 % en décembre, tandis que les taux du 
papier commercial des sociétés de finances se situaient a 
10.25 % en décembre en comparaison a 11.04% en 
septembre. Les taux de prét et d’emprunt des institutions 
financiéres ont baissé vers la fin du trimestre. A part des 
rendements des obligations des administrations publiques, 
les baisses des autres émissions 4 long terme furent faibles.

same period. The industrial yield firmed somewhat in 
December in the face of a heavy calendar of new issues. 


Money supply aggregates both narrowly defined 
as currency and demand deposits held by the public at 
chartered banks (M1) and the broader measure in- 
cluding all privately held Canadian dollar bank deposits 
(M2), although not moving in opposite directions as in 
the third quarter, continued to show marked di- 
vergencies in the rate of expansion. Currency and 
demand deposits rose by a seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 2%, after declining in the third quarter, while 
the broader measure rose by an annual rate of 17% 
after seasonal adjustment. Relatively high interest rates 
still acted as a deterrent to the holding of demand 
deposits and the growth in (M1) was concentrated in 
the currency component. Despite some shifting of 
privately held interest-bearing Canadian dollar deposits 
at chartered banks into Government of Canada 
deposits as a result of the Canada Savings Bond 
campaign, non-personal fixed term deposits rose 
sharply. Some of the growth in non-personal fixed 
term Canadian dollar deposits appeared to be 
associated with the interest induced swing away from 
resident holdings of foreign currency deposits.

Aprés avoir diminué au troisiéme trimestre, la 
monnaie et les dép6ts a vue se sont accrus a un taux 
annuel de 2 %, alors que l’offre de monnaie au sens large 
s'est accrue a un taux annuel désaisonnalisé de 17 %. Des 
taux d’intérét relativement élevés ont continué a défavo- 
riser la croissance des dépdts a vue, et la croissance de 
(M1) a principalement consisté de l’augmentation des 
billets hors banques. Les dépdts a terme fixe non 
personnels ont augmenté fortement, en dépit des trans- 
ferts dans les banques a charte de dép6ts privés en dollars 
canadiens productifs d’intérét, en faveur des dépdts du 
Gouvernement du Canada qui ont accompagné la cam- 
pagne des Obligations d’épargne du Canada. Une partie de 
la croissance des dép6ts a terme fixe en dollars canadiens 
semblent avoir résulté du désintéressement des résidents 
canadiens envers des dépdts en devises étrangéres qui a 
découlé des variations de l’intérét payé sur ces dépdts.

Sector Reviews for the Year 1974 


Non-financial Private Corporations 


Reflecting the strong increase in plant and 
equipment outlays, and the large accumulation in 
inventories, the net financing requirements of non- 
financial private corporations in 1974 were about twice 
as large as during the previous year. The greater needs 
for external financing reflected also the slower rate of 
increase in internally generated funds; corporation 
profits, although showing a substantial increase over 
the year as a whole, fell considerably in the fourth 
quarter of the year, and did not keep pace with the 
fixed capital expenditures and the build-up in inven- 
tories. Retained earnings of $0.9 billion in the fourth 
quarter were substantially below the amount of $1.3 
billion recorded in the third quarter of 1974 and 
fourth quarter of 1973. At the beginning of the year, 
part of the profits resulted from sales of inventories 
purchased at lower prices. 


Although reliance on long-term credit market 
instruments increased somewhat in 1974, a much larger 
proportion of the increase in funds raised by non- 
financial private corporations was obtained in short- 
term forms. A record amount of funds was raised 
through bank loans ($2.5 billion) and other loans ($0.8 
billion) during the year. The total amount of loans 
exceeded by about $1 billion the 1973 level; borrowing 
by means of bank and other loans was particularly 
important in the first half of the year, but slackened 
appreciably in the last two quarters. The striking point 
in short-term borrowing is the return to the short-term 
commercial paper market. Total funds borrowed 
through this market amounted to $0.9 billion in 1974, 
after a net reduction of $238 million and $12 million 
in 1972 and 1973 respectively. In the fourth quarter, 
the amount raised in this market amounted to $207 
million. The return to commercial paper as a source of 
financing in 1974 reflected sensitivity to the differ- 
ential between bank loan and commercial paper rates 
as competitive sources of funds. Trade credit paid and 
received by this sector was very high in 1974, 
particularly in the fourth quarter of the year. The 
measurement of trade credit throughout the system 
poses difficult problems, and the very sharp build-up in 
payables particularly in the fourth quarter 1973 and 
1974 in this sector, with no offsetting increase in 
receivables, appears to contribute significantly to the 
noticeable seasonal pattern in the discrepancy. 


Total funds borrowed in the form of mortgages, 
bonds and stocks amounted to $2.5 billion in 1974, up 
from $2 billion registered in 1973. While there were 
substantial increases in net new issues of bonds and in 
mortgage debt, the net new issue of shares by this

Les sociétés privées non financiéres 


En raison de la forte augmentation des dépenses en 
expansion industrielle et de la grande accumulation 
des stocks, les besoins nets en financement des sociétés 
privées non financiéres en 1974 furent environ deux fois 
plus élevés qu’en 1973. Les besoins accrus de financement 
externe ont également reflété le taux ralenti de croissance 
des fonds de provenance interne; les profits des sociétés, 
malgré leur forte augmentation pour l’année dans son 
ensemble, se sont affaissés considérablement au quatriéme 
trimestre de l’année, et ne se sont pas accrus au méme 
rythme que les dépenses en capital et en stocks.

the two following quarters, and finally showed a 
substantial improvement in the fourth quarter of the 
year. The ratio of “free”? Canadian liquid assets to total 
Canadian dollar major assets went up from 8.5% in 
September to 9.5% at the end of the year, reflecting 
easier conditions in the banking system. This represents 
the first major improvement in the liquidity of the 
banks since the beginning of 1971. 


Loan assets (Table 2-12, category 2331) held by 
the chartered banks increased by $5.9 billion in 1974, 
compared with $5.1 billion in 1973. The net increase 
in loans in the fourth quarter, $1.9 billion, was almost 
twice as large as the amount of loans extended in the 
third quarter of 1974 and was about the same size as 
the net increase in loans during the fourth quarter of 
1973. Although the rate of growth of the banks’ 
Canadian dollar loans moderated in 1974, this effect 
was more than offset by the increase in foreign 
currency loans granted to Canadian residents, par- 
ticularly in the first three quarters of the year; these 
foreign currency loans were financed by a large 
increase in foreign currency deposits in the first two 
quarters of 1974. Chartered banks’ prime lending rate 
was raised in successive steps from 9.50% in March to 
11.50% in July, and was lowered to 11.00% in 
November following the general trend in other short- 
term rates. 


The banks’ share in the market for consumer 
credit continued to increase in 1974 despite a 
noticeable slowing in consumer demand for durable 
goods since the second quarter of the year; the net 
increase in the banks’ consumer loans amounted to 
$1.9 billion in 1974, compared to $1.7 billion in 1973. 
Consumer credit extended by the banks in the fourth 
quarter, at $407 million, slightly exceeded the amount 
of the third quarter, and was well above the amount 
for the corresponding quarter of the previous year. The 
high level of consumer loans granted by the banks was 
in part at the expense of other lenders in that market. 
The banks net mortgage investment increased at the 
same rate as in 1973 despite the decline in mortgage 
loan approvals in the second half of 1974 which was 
reflected in lower activity in the mortgage market 
during this period. 


Following a large reduction of about $0.5 billion 
in holdings of bonds in 1973, the chartered banks 
directed near $1 billion into that market in 1974. 
About three quarters of this increase took place in the 
fourth quarter as the banks added $358 million and 
$326 million to their holdings of Government of 
Canada and corporate bonds respectively. On the other 
hand, there was a net reduction of $318 million of the 
banks’ holdings of treasury bills in the fourth quarter 
of 1974 and the total increase for the year, $270

million, was much lower than in 1973. This decline 
followed the Bank of Canada decision to reduce from 
8% to 7% the minimum secondary reserve ratio in 
December, when most of the reduction in holdings of 
bills took place.1 


The rate of growth of chartered banks’ deposits 
(Table 2-12, category 3310) recorded little change in 
1974, despite an important reduction of $908 million 
in foreign currency deposits in the second half of the 
year. The reduction in foreign currency deposits 
appears to have resulted from a shift by depositors into 
short-term Canadian dollar deposits as rates paid on 
these deposits became relatively more attractive, 
particularly in the latter part of the year, furthermore, 
the decrease in swap deposits may also have been 
caused by an important swing to a discount on the 
forward Canadian dollar during the fourth quarter. 
Canadian dollar deposits, on the other hand, increased 
by a sizeable $10 billion in 1974, compared to $6.9 
billion in 1973. The banks were particularly successful 
in attracting large amounts of funds into non- 
chequable savings and fixed-term deposits in 1974, but 
demand deposits remained relatively stable over the 
year as a whole. More than half of the annual increase 
in total Canadian dollar deposits took place in the 
fourth quarter, and reflected Government of Canada 
deposits resulting from the large sales of the Canada 
Savings Bonds. 


Near-banks 


The rate of growth of non-bank deposit-taking 
institutions, strongly affected by the moderation in the 
level of consumer expenditures and residential con- 
struction in the second half of the year, decelerated 
substantially in 1974. The growth of financial assets 
amounted to $4.4 billion during the year, down from 
the $4.8 billion registered in 1973. All near-bank 
institutions registered a reduced rate of increase in 
financial assets in 1974. 


Although the near-banks continued to play an 
important role as suppliers of mortgage funds in 1974, 
they suffered considerably from the general slow down 
in residential construction in the second half of the 
year. Dwelling starts in Canada, seasonally adjusted, 
fell by about 17% between the second and the third 
quarter of the year, and by about 14% between the 
third and the fourth quarter of 1974. In parallel with 
housing starts, expenditures on residential con- 
struction, in real terms and seasonally adjusted, were 
down 10.4% in each of the last two quarters of the 
year. Total mortgage funds supplied by all institutions

Les quasi-banques

in Canada in 1974 amounted to $7.5 billion, compared 
to an amount of $7.0 billion in 1973, but the net 
amount supplied in the second half of the year ($3.5 
billion) was substantially lower than the net amount 
supplied for the same period last year ($4.0 billion). 
Mortgage lending rates increased steadily from the first 
quarter to the end of the third quarter, stabilizing only 
in the last months of the year. The conventional 
mortgage rate increased from 10.04% in March to 
12.5% in September, and ended the year at 11.88%. 


Near-banks, which had provided close to half the 
total net increase in mortgage funds in the first six 
months of 1974 supplied only 37.9% in the second half 
of the year; that proportion slipped to 31.3% in the 
fourth quarter. (The investment in mortgage assets by 
the new Mortgage Investment Trust Companies 
amounted to $160 million in 1974, compared to $270 
million in 1973.) The chartered banks and public 
financial institutions on the other hand increased their 
shares of the supply of new mortgage funds in 1974; 
the banks provided 19.4% and public financial institu- 
tions 12.2% of the total mortgage lending in 1974, 
compared to 16.7% and 6.1% respectively in 1973. The 
new supply of mortgage funds by public financial 
institutions became increasingly important in the latter 
part of the year as the residential construction sector 
weakened. Mortgage funds supplied by Trust 
Companies amounted to $243 million in the fourth 
quarter compared to $426 million in the third quarter 
of the year; the corresponding amounts for the Cuisses 
populaires and Credit Unions and Mortgage Loan 
Companies are $94 million and $147 million in the 
fourth quarter of the year, compared to $176 million 
and $233 million for the third quarter respectively. 


Total consumer credit flow in the economy in 
1974 amounted to $2,783 million, slightly lower than 
the total flow of $2,840 million recorded in 1973; the 
total amount of consumer credit flow in the second 
half of the year, $1,281 million was $103 million lower 
than for the corresponding period in 1973. The decline 
reflected the moderation in consumer spending, mainly 
in durable goods, in the third and fourth quarters of 
1974. Among financial lending institutions, only the 
chartered banks had a higher flow of consumer credit. 
Indeed, the net flow of consumer credit in 1974 was 
lower by about $80 million in the case of near-banks 
($103 million for the Caisses populaires and Credit 
Unions, the main near-bank lenders) and by about 
$200 million in the case of the sales finance and 
consumer loan companies. The net increase in 
consumer loans by Cuaisses populaires and Credit 
Unions (Table 2-15) dropped to $30 million in the 
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offerts par toutes les institutions au Canada s’est élevé A 
$7.5 milliards en 1974, comparativement A $7.0 milliards 
en 1973; mais le montant net offert dans la deuxiéme 
moitié de année, soit $3.5 milliards, se situait bien en 
dega du montant net de $4.0 milliards émis au cours de la 
méme période de l’année précédente. Les taux des préts 
hypothécaires se sont accrus constamment du premier 
trimestre a la fin du troisiéme trimestre, et se sont 
finalement stabilisés dans les derniers mois de l’année. Le 
taux des préts hypothécaires ordinaires ont augmentés de 
10.04 % en mars a 12.5 % en septembre, et se situait a 
11.88 % a la fin de l’année. 


Alors que les quasi-banques ont contribué a l’offre 
de prés de la moitié de l’augmentation globale nette de 
fonds hypothécaires durant les six premiers mois de 1974, 
elles n’ont offert que 37.9 % de ce total dans la deuxiéme 
moitié de l'année; cette proportion a glissé 4 31.3% au 
quatriéme trimestre. (L’investissement en hypothéques 
des nouvelles sociétés de fiducie de placements hypothé- 
caires n’a atteint que $160 millions en 1974, com- 
parativement 4 $270 millions en 1973.) Les banques A 
charte et les institutions financiéres publiques ont pour 
leur part augmenté leurs parts de loffre de fonds 
hypothécaires en 1974; les banques ont fourni 19.4% du 
total des préts hypothécaires et les institutions financiéres 
publiques ont fourni 12.2% de ce total en 1974, en 
comparaison a 16.7 % et 6.1 % en 1973 respectivement. 
Loffre de nouveaux fonds hypothécaires par les institu- 
tions financiéres publiques a pris une importance 
grandissante au cours de la deuxiéme moitié de l’année 
étant donné l’affaiblissement du secteur de la construction 
résidentielle. L’offre de fonds hypothécaires par les 
sociétés de fiducie s’est élevée a $243 millions au 
quatriéme trimestre, en comparaison a $426 millions au 
troisiéme trimestre de l’année; les montants correspon- 
dants pour les caisses populaires et les caisses d’épargne et 
de crédit, et pour les sociétés de préts hypothécaires 
étaient de $94 millions et $147 millions au quatriéme 
trimestre de l’année, comparativement 4 $176 millions et 
$223 millions au troisiéme trimestre respectivement. 


Le flux total du crédit 4 la consommation dans 
léconomie en 1974 s'est élevé a $2,783 millions, soit 
légérement moins que le flux total de $3,840 millions 
enregistré en 1973; le montant total du flux du crédit a la 
consommation dans la deuxiéme moitié de 1l’année, 
sélevant a $1,281 millions, était inférieur de $103 
millions au montant correspondant pour la méme période 
en 1973. La baisse a résulté du ralentissement des 
dépenses des consommateurs, surtout en biens durables, 
au cours du deuxiéme et troisiéme trimestre de 1974. Les 
banques a charte sont les seules 4 avoir augmenter leur 
flux de crédit a la consommation parmi les institutions 
financiéres. En effet, le flux net du crédit a la con- 
sommation était inférieur d’environ $80 millions dans le 
cas des quasi-banques en 1974 ($103 millions pour ce qui 
est des caisses populaires et des caisses d’épargne et de 
crédit lesquelles sont les principaux préteurs parmi les 
quasi-banques) et d’environ $200 millions dans le cas des 
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fourth quarter from a flow of $80 million in the third 
quarter of 1974. 


The net inflow of deposits at near-banks 
decelerated in 1974 to $4.0 billion compared to $4.2 
billion in 1973. This deceleration continued steadily 
through the year and the flow decreased from $1.4 
billion in the first quarter of 1974 to $0.7 billion in the 
last quarter of the year. Only mortgage loan companies 
had higher deposit inflows in 1974 ($724 million in 
1974, against $667 million in 1973). While the 
substitution by households of term deposits for Canada 
Savings Bonds in the second quarter appeared to have 
partly increased the deposits at near-banks, the large 
net sales of Canada Savings Bonds in the fourth quarter 
unfavourably affected them. 


Rates paid on deposits by financial institutions 
rose considerably in the second and third quarters of 
the year following a stable first quarter. Rates paid by 
the banks on 90-day deposit receipts went up from 
8.50% in March to 9.75% in September, and the rates 
paid by trust companies on 5-year guaranteed invest- 
ment certificates increased from 8.70% to 10.56% over 
the same period. The lower level of consumer 
expenditure and residential construction, combined 
with higher interest costs, contributed to the lower net 
earnings of near-banks in 1974. 


Rest of the World 


Led by an unusually large merchandise trade 
balance deficit, Canada’s current account balance 
deficit increased from $425 million in 1973 to $1,877 
million in 1974 (Table 2-41, category 1900). This 
deficit was more than offset by a net capital inflow of 
$1,901 million in 1974 (excluding official reserves) 
resulting from transactions in financial claims between 
Canadians and non-residents. 


Financial transactions between Canada and the 
rest of the world were dominated by the large 
acquisitions of Canadian bonds by non-residents, 
particularly Provincial bonds. Net acquisitions of 
Canadian bonds by non-residents increased sharply 
from $683 million in 1973 to $1,982 million in 1974. 
This increase in net purchases occurred in all categories 
of bonds, except Government of Canada Bonds, and 
principally reflected net acquisitions of $1.6 billion 
provincial government bonds; this amount exceeded by 
almost $1 billion the net purchases in 1973. Net new 
issues of provincial bonds acquired by non-residents 
teached a high level of $600 million in the fourth 
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sociétés de finance et de préts 4 la consommation. 
L’augmentation nette des préts a la consommation par les 
caisses populaires et les caisses d’épargne et de crédit 
(tableau 2-15) s’est affaissé 4 $30 millions au quatriéme

Le rythme de croissance des dépéts dans les 
quasi-banques a diminué pour se chiffrer 4 $4.0 milliards 
en 1974, comparativement 4 $4.2 milliards en 1973. Cette 
diminution s’est poursuivie tout au long de I’année et le 
flux a diminué de $1.4 milliard au premier trimestre de 
1974 a $0.7 milliard au dernier trimestre de l’année. Les 
sociétés de préts hypothécaires sont les seules a avoir 
connu une entrée plus élevée de dépdts en 1974 ($724 
millions en 1974 contre $667 millions en 1973). Alors 
que la substitution par les individus de dépdts a terme aux 
dépens des Obligations d’épargne du Canada avait en 
partie contribué a accroitre les dépdts des quasi-banques 
au deuxiéme trimestre, les grandes ventes d’Obligations 
@épargne au quatriéme trimestre semblent avoir produit 
Yeffet contraire. 


Aprés une certaine stabilité au premier trimestre, les 
taux payés pour les dépGts par les institutions financiéres 
se sont élevés considérablement aux deuxiéme et troisiéme 
trimestre de Pannée. Les taux des certificats de dép6ts a 
90 jours des banques a charte ont augmenté de 8.50 % en 
mars a 9.75 % en septembre, et les taux des certificats de 
placement garantis 4 5 ans des sociétés de fiducie sont 
passés de 8.70 % a 10.56 % au cours de la méme période. 
La baisse des dépenses en biens de consommation et en 
construction résidentielle, combinée a des cofits d’intérét 
accrus, a entrainé une baisse des bénéfices nets des 
quasi-banques en 1974. 


Reste du monde 


Suite a un gros déficit de sa balance du commerce 
des marchandises, la balance du compte courant du 
Canada s’est accrue passant de $425 millions en 1973 a 
$1,877 millions en 1974 (tableau 2-41, catégorie 1900). 
Ce déficit fut plus que compensé par une entrée de capital 
s’élevant 4 $1,901 millions en 1974 (a l’exception des 
réserves Officielles) découlant des transactions de titres 
financiers entre non-résidents et canadiens. 


Les opérations financiéres entre le Canada et le reste 
du monde ont été caractérisées par de grandes acquisitions 
par les non-résidents d’obligations canadiennes, surtout 
d’obligations des provinces. Les achats nets d’obligations 
canadiennes par les non-résidents ont fortement aug- 
menté, passant de $683 millions en 1973 4 $1,982 
millions en 1974, Ces achats nets d’obligations, qui ont 
touché toutes les catégories d’obligations 4 l’exception des 
obligations fédérales, ont principalement consisté d’achats 
nets de l’ordre de $1.6 milliard d’obligations provinciales; 
ce montant est supérieur de $1.0 milliard aux achats nets 
de 1973. Les nouvelles émissions nettes d’obligations 
provinciales acquises par les non-résidents ont atteint le 


quarter of the year. Borrowing by provincial govern- 
ments in 1974 included large scale sales of bonds to the 
Middle East countries. Canadian corporations net bond 
sales abroad amounted to $297 million in 1974, $200 
million more than in 1973, and municipal governments 
net issues to the non-residents amounted to $151 
million, compared to $11 million in 1973. Long-term 
interest rates in Canada during the year increased more 
sharply than in the United States and Europe, and 
contributed to some extent to the high level-of bond 
borrowing by Canadians abroad. 


Claims by non-residents on associated enterprises 
in Canada in 1974 declined to the lowest level in a 
decade with a net inflow of $494 million, down from 
$722 million in 1973 (category 2512). Direct invest- 
ments from non-residents in petroleum and natural gas 
industries, unfavourably affected by the uncertainty 
surrounding the future Canadian energy policy, 
contributed substantially to the lower inflow. Direct 
investments abroad by Canadians (category 3512) 
reached a record level in 1974 with net outflow of 
$645 million. However, after an unusually large out- 
flow in the third quarter of the year ($360 million) 
Canada registered a net inflow of $15 million on these 
transactions in the fourth quarter; the small net inflow 
in the fourth quarter resulted from the sale by Alcan 
Aluminium Limited of an interest in its smelting 
operations in Norway to the Norwegian government. 


Foreign currency deposits of non-residents in 
Canadian branches of chartered banks (category 2313) 
increased by only $90 million in 1974, down from a 
flow of $3.4 billion registered in 1973. However, an 
inflow of $517 million was recorded in the fourth 
quarter of the year, compared to an outflow of $220 
million in the third quarter. In the same manner, 
Canadian residents reduced their holdings of foreign 
currency and deposits (3313) in 1974 by more than 
$0.7 billion, which was a striking change from an 
increase of $3.7 billion in 1973. Non-residents also 
invested to the extent of $179 million in Canadian 
finance and other short-term paper in 1974. The 
reliance of non-residents on bank and other loans 
(3330) accounted for a large flow of almost $1.5 
billion in 1974, up from the flow of $0.7 billion in 
1973. 


Governments 


The government sector as a whole (Tables 2-33, 
2-34 and 2-38) continued to be in a net lending 
position (category 1900) in 1974. The federal govern- 
ment net lending position rose from $274 million in 
1973 to $630 million in 1974. The central government 
financial activity was dominated by the large issues of 
Canada Savings Bonds in the fourth quarter, which,

Les créances des non-résidents sur des entreprises 
associées au Canada ont baissé en 1974 au plus bas niveau 
depuis une décennie avec un flux net de $494 millions, 
soit une baisse par rapport au flux de $722 millions 
enregistré en 1973 (catégorie 2512). Les investissements 
directs des non-résidents dans les industries pétroliéres et 
de gaz naturel ont été défavorisés par lincertitude 
entourant la politique énergétique canadienne future, eta 
considérablement contribué a abaisser les investissements. 
Les investissements directs des canadiens a l’étranger 
(catégorie 3512) ont atteint en 1974 un niveau record 
avec une sortie nette de $645 millions. Cependant, le 
Canada a enregistré une entrée nette de $15 millions a ce 
titre au quatriéme trimestre, ce qui a fait contraste a la 
sortie élevée de $360 millions au cours du troisi¢éme 
trimestre de lannée; cette faible entrée nette du 
quatriéme trimestre a découlé de la vente par Alcan 
Aluminium Limited de ses intéréts dans ses activités de 
fonderie en Norvége au gouvernement de ce pays. 


Les dépOts en devises étrangéres des non-résidents 
dans les succursales canadiennes des banques a charte 
(catégorie 2313) se sont accrus de seulement $90 millions 
en 1974, ce qui représente une baisse par rapport au flux 
de $3.4 milliards enregistré en 1973. Cependant, une 
entrée de $517 millions au quatriéme trimestre de l’année 
a fait suite 4 une sortie de $220 millions au troisiéme 
trimestre. De facon similaire, les canadiens ont réduit leurs 
dépdts en devises étrangéres (3313) en 1974 par plus de 
$0.7 milliard, ce qui fait fortement contraste a l’augmen- 
tation de $3.7 milliards a ce titre en 1973. Les non- 
résidents ont également investi des sommes s’élevant a 
$179 millions en 1974 dans le papier 4 court terme au 
Canada. Le recours des non-résidents aux préts bancaires 
et aux autres préts (3330) a atteint un gros montant de 
prés de $1.5 milliard en 1974, par rapport a un flux de 
$0.7 milliard en 1973. 


Les administrations publiques 


Le secteur des administrations publiques dans son 
ensemble (tableaux 2-33, 2-34 et 2-38) a continué 4 se 
présenter comme préteur net (catégorie 1900) en 1974. 
L’administration publique fédérale est passée d’une situa- 
tion de préteur de l’ordre de $274 millions en 1973 a 
$630 millions en 1974. L’activité financiére de l’adminis- 
tration publique centrale fut caractérisée par les grosses 


added to the other issues of marketable bonds and 
treasury bills, increased the governments liabilities by 
$4,379 million in 1974, compared to a net reduction 
of $106 million in 1973. The CSB campaign boosted 
the cash balances of the federal government by about 
$4.0 billion in the fourth quarter, for an annual 
increase of $2.6 billion. The government also added 
$1.9 billion to its claims on affiliates during the year; 
this amount included large advances to the Exchange 
Fund Account in the first quarter and advances to its 
financial institutions to increase their mortgage 
lending. The Government of Canada long-term bond 
yields (10 years and over), following a period of almost 
one year of stability, increased from 7.74% in February 
to 9.84% in August, and then declined continuously to 
8.17% in February 1975. 


Provincial governments, although in a net lending 
position in 1974, raised $2.4 billion through the bond 
markets, approximately two thirds of this representing 
issues on foreign markets; net issues of bonds 
amounted to $868 million in the fourth quarter of 
1974. Local governments, in a net borrowing position 
of $1.5 billion met its financing requirements mainly 
through bond issues which amounted to $739 million 
in 1974; the municipalities relied on the foreign market 
to the extent of $151 million. Provincial and municipal 
bond rates in 1974 followed a similar pattern to the 
Government of Canada and corporate bond rates. 
Provincial bond yield averages, which were relatively 
stable from July 1973 through February 1974 in- 
creased sharply from 9.05% in March to a peak of 
10.92% in August and decreased slightly towards the 
end of the year; municipal bond yield averages in- 
creased from 9.01% in February to 11.28% in August 
and finally declined in the last half of the year through 
the beginning of 1975.

CHANGE IN PRESENTATION 
Persons: Sector I 
Unincorporated Business: Sector II 


Beginning with the IQ. 1974 issue of the 
Financial Flow Accounts, the accounts of these two 
sectors have been consolidated and the historical data 
have been accordingly adjusted on CANSIM. When the 
financial flow accounts were originally constructed, 
this split was made to preserve consistency with the 
National Income and Expenditure Accounts. Following 
the revised treatment of the National Income and 
Expenditure Accounts, the original rationale for 
maintaining the two accounts separately has disap- 
peared. Since the split suggests that Statistics Canada is 
in possession of more information than is actually the 
case, and the split may mislead users, it was decided to 
consolidate the two accounts. It should be recognized, 
of course, that Sector I includes non-profit institutions 
as well as households, and that the figures for the 
categories are residually obtained. If and/or when, 
additional information becomes available, a split 
between the two sectors will be made available. 


Mortgage Investment Trust Corporations: 
Sector VIII.4 


Prior to the IIIQ. 1974 issue of the Financial 
Flow Accounts, these financial institutions were 
included in Sector VI.2.4 “Mortgage loan companies”’. 
Sector VI.2 now consists almost entirely of deposit 
accepting institutions. The back data have been revised 
to take account of this change. 


Sales Finance and Consumer Loan Companies: 
Sector VIII.5S 


Sales finance and consumer loan companies 
differ from the other institutions in Sector VI.2, 
“Other lending institutions” in that short-term paper 
and not deposit liabilities is their principal source of 
funds. In addition, they are relatively unimportant 
mortgage lenders, with consumer credit and loans 
accounting for the bulk of their assets. In order to 
make Sector VI.2 more homogeneous it was decided to 
relocate this Sector (VI.2.5) in Sector VIII, “Other 
private financial institutions”. The term “Other lending 
institutions” for Sector VI.2 has been dropped and the 
sector has been re-named “Near banks”. These changes 
were incorporated into the third quarter 1974 issue of 
the Financial Flow Accounts and historic data have 
been accordingly revised. 


NOUVELLE PRESENTATION 
Particuliers: Secteur I 
Entreprises non constituées en sociétés: Secteur II 


A partir de la livraison du deuxiéme trimestre 1974 
des Comptes des flux financiers, les comptes de ces deux 
secteurs furent consolidés et les données antérieures 
publiées par CANSIM furent révisées. Lorsque les comptes 
des flux financiers furent créés, au début, cette division 
visait 4 préserver la consistance avec les Comptes natio- 
naux des revenus et des dépenses. A la suite des 
changements apportés aux Comptes nationaux des revenus 
et des dépenses, il n’y avait plus aucune raison pratique de 
présenter ces deux comptes séparément. Etant donné que 
cette division donne l’impression que Statistique Canada a 
en sa possession plus d’information qu’il en est le cas, et 
que cette divison induit les utilisateurs en erreur, il a été 
décidé de consolider ces deux comptes. Il est reconnu sans 
doute que le secteur I comprend des institutions sans but 
lucratif en plus des ménages, et que les données pour la 
plupart des catégories sont obtenues de fagon résiduelle. 
Si ou lorsque plus d’information sera disponible, une 
division entre ces deux secteurs sera rendue disponible. 


Sociétés de fiducies de placements hypothécaires: 
Secteur VIII.4 


Avant la livraison du IIIT. 1974 des Comptes des 
flux financiers, ces institutions financiéres apparaissaient 
au secteur VI.2.4 — Sociétés de préts hypothécaires. Le 
secteur VI.2 comprend maintenant presque exclusivement 
des institutions de dépdt. Les données antérieures ont été 
révisées afin d’introduire ce changement. 


Sociétés de financement des ventes et de préts 
a la consommation: Secteur VIII.5 


Les sociétés de financement des ventes et de préts a 
la consommation différent des autres institutions du 
secteur VI.2, “‘Autres institutions de préts”, en ce sens 
que le papier 4 court terme plutdt que le passif-dépots 
constitue la principale source de fonds. De plus, elles sont 
relativement peu importantes comme préteurs de fonds 
hypothécaires, alors que le crédit 4 la consommation et les 
préts représentent la plus grande partie de leurs actifs. 
Afin de rendre plus homogéne le secteur VI.2, il a été 
décidé de reclassifier ce secteur (VI.2.5) dans le secteur 
VIII, “Autres institutions financiéres privées”. Le titre du 
secteur VI.2, “Autres institutions de préts”, sera changé 
pour devenir “Quasi-banques”. Ces changements ont été 
apportés a la revue du IIIT. 1974 des Comptes des flux fi- 
nanciers et les données antérieures furent révisées. 


TECHNICAL NOTES 


(a) The tables reflect a measure of conceptual 
inconsistency in the presentation of data due to 
divergence in data sources. In the non-financial private 
corporation sector certain specific amounts owing to 
foreign parents by Canadian subsidiaries are shown as 
“corporate claims”, while the rest of the world sector 
include these in the “other assets” category. In 
addition, trade transactions with foreign parents are 
shown gross in the non-financial business corporation 
sector, whereas, the rest of the world sector net these 
out. 


(b) Commencing with 1969 data for net 
purchases of existing assets for Sectors III and IV are 
obtained by direct estimation derived from a variety of 
sources, While these estimates are not comprehensive it 
is considered that the direct estimation procedure 
produces estimates superior to those formerly obtained 
when residual estimation techniques were employed. In 
general it has not been possible to compile direct 
estimates for the years 1962 to 1968. 


(c) Due to ownership changes which had the 
effect of moving certain corporations from the private 
to the public sector, the end of year levels for 1973 
and 1974 (Table 4) are not strictly comparable for 
Sectors III, IV and IX. Sector III estimates in 1974 
reflect reductions due to these reclassifications, while 
Sectors IV and IX reflect counterpart upward adjust- 
ments. The levels in Sectors VI.2 and VIII reflect 
changes in classification between 1973 and 1974 — for 
description see ““Change in Presentation” notes. 


NOTES TECHNIQUES 


a) Les tableaux reflétent une certaine part d’incon- 
sistance conceptuelle dans la présentation des données, a 
cause de la divergence entre les données suivant les 
différentes sources. Dans le secteur des sociétés privées 
non financiéres, certains engagements financiers des 
filiales canadiennes envers les sociétés méres 4 I’étranger 
sont classifiés comme “créances sur des entreprises asso- 
ciées”, tandis que dans le secteur “reste du monde” ces 
engagements sont classifiés dans la catégorie “autres 
éléments de l’actif’’. De plus, le montant des transactions 
commerciales avec les sociétés méres 4 |’étranger est brut 
dans le secteur des sociétés privées, tandis que le montant 
de ces transactions est net dans le secteur “reste du 
monde”.

Sectors I and IJ: Persons and Unincorporated Business 


Coverage 


Included in this sector are the transactions of 
households and unincorporated businesses in Canada.! 
In view of the residual derivation of the data for this 
sector and the arbitrary nature of the allocation of the 
data between households and unincorporated business 
these two sectors were recently consolidated. Also 
covered are the transactions of non-profit institutions 
such as churches, charitable organizations, universities, 
clubs, etc. 


Sources and Methods 


Quarterly data for the non-financial transactions 
categories (1100-1900) with the exception of ‘Net 
Purchases of Existing and Intangible Assets” (category 
1800), are obtained from the “National Income and 
Expenditure Accounts”. Data for financial assets, as 
well as category 1800 are obtained using residual 
methods rather than direct survey techniques.? 
Consequently the data are of an uneven quality and in 
the case of certain categories subject to several sources 
of error. 


In most cases the derivation procedures for the 
transaction categories are quite straight-forward. In the 
case of Government of Canada Treasury Bills, for 
example, the change in federal government liabilities in 
the form of treasury bills, is taken as a control total 
(Sector X). The changes in the asset holdings of Sectors 
III through XII in this form are subtracted from this 
control total and the residual is the estimated change in 
holdings of treasury bills for Sectors I and II. Trans- 
action categories which exhibit certain data anomalies 
or rely on unusual derivation procedures are mentioned 
below. 


Transaction Categories 


2321 — Consumer Credit: Consumer Credit 
(Catalogue 61-004, Statistics Canada) provides an 
estimate of total consumer credit extended broken 
down by industry. To arrive at the amount of 
consumer credit supplied by the personal and un- 


1 Prior to the IIQ, 1974 issue of the Financial Flow 
Accounts, the accounts of these two sectors were shown 
separately. When the Financial Flow Accounts were originally 
constructed, this split was made to preserve consistency with 
the National Income and Expenditure Accounts. Following the 
revised treatment of the National Income and Expenditure 
Accounts, the original rationale for maintaining the two 
accounts separately has disappeared. It is felt that the present 
treatment is less misleading than the former treatment. If 
and/or when, additional information becomes available, a split 
between the two sectors will be made available.

Contenu 


Ce secteur englobe les opérations des ménages et des 
entreprises non constituées opérant au Canada!. Etant 
donné le caractére résiduel des données de ces secteurs, et 
la nature arbitraire de la classification des données entre 
les ménages et les entreprises non constituées en sociétés, 
ces deux secteurs furent consolidés ensemble.

Sources et méthodes 


Les données trimestrielles des catégories d’opéra- 
tions non financiéres (1100-1900), exception faite des 
“Achats nets d’actifs existants ou intangibles” (1800), 
proviennent de la publication des “Comptes nationaux des 
revenus et des dépenses’”. Les données sur les actifs 
financiers ainsi que sur la catégorie 1800 sont obtenues de 
facon résidentielle plut6t que dérivées au moyen d’une 
enquéte directe2.

incorporated business sector, the ratio of the number 
of unincorporated businesses to the total number of 
business enterprises (incorporated and unincorporated) 
in each industry is applied to the amount of consumer 
credit extended by that industry. Summing over all 
industries yields the quarterly flow for this category. 


2520 — Stocks: This flow is arrived at residually 
by taking the sum over all sectors of liability categories 
3512 and 3520 and subtracting from this figure the 
sum of all sectors for asset categories 2512 and 2520. 
Claims on associate enterprises (2512, 3512) are 
included in the calculation because the asset and 
liability components of this category do not have 
similar coverage. Claims on associated enterprises 
(2512) include long-term investments, loans and 
advances to affiliates (including share capital) whereas 
its liability counterpart covers only loans and advances 
from parent, subsidiary and affiliated companies. 
Category 3520 “Stocks”, includes all share capital 
issued and it does not distinguish between the stock 
held by affiliated or unaffiliated enterprises and 
individuals. 


3321 — Consumer Credit: Consumer Credit 
(Catalogue 61-004) is the major source of information. 
Consumer credit extended by public utilities is deleted 
in order to arrive at the final quarterly flow. 


3331 — Bank Loans: In recent years there has 
been a tendency to overestimate the change in bank 
loans for this sector. This irregularity in the data is 
believed to have its origins in coverage problems in 
Sector III, Non-financial Private Corporations as well as 
timing problems. 


3424 — Other Canadian Bonds: Net new issues of 
bonds by institutions covered in this sector is available 
in the Bank of Canada Monthly Review, Table 32. Net 
new issues by foreign debtors and hospitals are 
removed in order to arrive at the quarterly flow 
reported for this sector.

des problémes d’exactitude des dates. 


3424 — Autres obligations canadiennes: Le montant 
net des nouvelles émissions d’obligations par les institu- 
tions de ce secteur figure dans la Revue mensuelle de la 
Banque du Canada (tableau 32).
